Copy of Measure Providing for the Marking on Packages of the 
Exact Contents in Weight, Count or Measure—Directly 
Applicable to All Kinds of Paper, Twine and Cordage— 
Regulations Governing the Enforcement of the Act and 
Penalties for Non-Observance—Really Was Effective 
Last June. 


In order that the readers of the Paper TRADE JOURNAL, sO many 
of whom are deeply concerned in the Brooks net weights, meas- 
ures and containers law, may at the last hour become fully ac- 
quainted or reacquainted with its provisions and with its regu- 
lations in respect to paper twines and stationery we publish the 
bill in full and append thereto the regulations pertinent to the 
industry. 

CHAPTER 81, LAWS OF 1912. 
(With amendments of chapters 426 and 514 of Laws of 1913.) 


AN ACT to amend the general business law, in relation to 
weights, measures and containers, and to repeal section two 
hundred and sixty-three of the agricultural law. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Chapter twenty-five of the laws of nineteen hundred 
and nine, entitled “An act relating to general business, constitut- 
ing chapter twenty of the consolidated laws,” is hereby amended 
by adding thereto, at the end of article two, eight new sections, 
to be sections sixteen, sixteen-a, seventeen, seventeen-a, seven- 
teen-b, seventeen-c, eighteen and eighteen-a, to read, respectively, 
as follows: 


Metuop oF SALE oF CERTAIN COMMODITIES. 

16. All meat, meat products and butter, shall be sold or offered 
for sale by weight. All other commodities not in containers shall 
be sold or offered for sale by standard weight, standard measure 
or numerical count, and such weight, measure or count shall be 
marked on a label or a tag attached thereto; provided, however, 
that vegetables may be sold by the head or bunch. 


CerTAIn Sizes oF CONTAINERS WHEN USED FOR VEGETABLES, 
Propuce AND Fruit PRESCRIBED. 


16-a. No person shall manufacture, sell, offer or expose for 
sale containers for vegetables, produce or fruit that are not of 
the capacity of one barrel, half-barrel, one bushel, or multiples 
of the barrel or sub-multiples of the bushel divisible by two; pro- 
vided, however, that fruits, vegetables and produce may be sold 
in other sized containers if the net capacity in terms of standard 
dry measure is plainly and conspicuously marked, branded or 
otherwise indicated in the English language on the outside or top 
thereof, or is marked in accordance with the provisions of section 
seventeen. A barrel within the meaning of this and ‘the ensuing 
sections of this article shall represent a quantity equal to seventy 
hundred and fifty-six cubic inches or conform to the following 
dimensions: Head diameter, seventeen and one-eighth inches; 
length of stave, twenty-eight and one-half inches; bilge not less 
than sixty-four inches outside measurement; distance between 
heads not less than twenty-six inches; and to be known as a 
standard barrel. A reasonable variation of the capacity specified 
shall be allowed. 


16-b. The standard four-pound grape basket shall be of the 
following dimensions: 

The bottom shall be three and five-eighths inches in width and 
mine and five-eighths inches in length; the height shall be four 


and one-quarter inches; the outside of the top shall be five inches 
in width and eleven inches in length, requiring a cover of five 
inches by eleven inches. The standard eight-pound grape basket 
shall be of the following dimensions: The bottom shall be four 
and three-fourths inches in width and twelve and one-fourth 
inches in length; the height shall be five and one-eighth inches; 
the outside of the top shall be six and one-half inches in width 
and fourteen and one-half inches in length, requiring a cover of 
six and one-half by fourteen and one-half inches. The standard 
twenty-pound basket shall be of the following dimensions: The 
bottom shall be seven and one-eighth inches in width and fifteen 
inches in length; the height shall be six and three-fourths inches; 
the outside of the top shall be nine and one-half inches in width 
and eighteen inches in length, requiring a cover of nine and one- 
half inches by eighteen inches. Any container complying with 
such dimensions and capacity need not be marked, tagged or 
otherwise branded, to indicate the net quantity of the contents, 
or to specify the same in terms of weight, measure or numerical 
count. No person shall manufacture, sell, offer or expose for sale, 
containers for grapes or other fruit, in this state, as the standard 
four-pound grape basket or the standard eight-pound grape basket, 
which are of less dimensions than those specified in this section, 
unless the net quantity of the contents of each container or a 
statement that the specified weight includes the container, the 
weight of which shall be marked, shall be plainly and conspicu- 
ously marked, branded or otherwise indicated on the side of such 
container, in terms of weight, measure or numerical count. 


Net CoNTENTS oF CONTAINERS TO BE INDICATED ON THE OUTSIDE. 


17. When commodities are sold or offered for sale in containers 
of other sizes than those specified in section sixteen-a or whose 
sizes are not otherwise provided by statute, the net quantity of the 
contents of each container, or a statement that the specified weight 
includes the container, the weight of which shall be marked, 
shall be plainly and conspicuously marked, branded or otherwise 
indicated on the outside or top thereof or on a label or a tag 
attached thereto in terms of weight, measure or numerical count; 
provided, however, that reasonable variations shall be permitted. 

Wuen Sections 16, 16-a anp 17 SHALL Not Appty. 


17-a. Sections sixteen, sixteen-a and seventeen shall not apply 
to containers or commodities in containers with ornamentations 
or decorations exclusively for gifts or social favors, or to com- 
modities dispensed for consumption on the premises, or to com- 
modities or containers put in receptacles used merely for the pur- 
pose of carrying or delivering of commodities or containers com- 
plying with the provisions of such sections, or when the numerical 
count of the individual units is six or less, or in the case of 
liquids when the contents is two fluid ounces or less, or when the 
weight of the contents is three avoirdupois ounces or less, or 
to commodities packed, put up or filled prior to eight months after 
this section takes effect, or to barrels, half barrels, quarter bar- 
rels, casks, kegs and packages used for the purpose of containing 
maltous beverages; or to bottles used for the purpose of the 
bottling of spirituous, maltous, vinous, or carbonated beverages 
until two years after this section takes effect. 

GUARANTY FURNISHED BY WHOLESALER, JOBBER OR MANUFACTURER. 

17-b. No person shall be prosecuted under the provisions of 
this article, following section fifteen thereof, when he can show 
a guaranty signed by a wholesaler, jobber or manufacturer, re- 
siding in the state of New York from whom he purchased the 
commodity in containers to the effect that they were not incor- 
rectly marked within the meaning of such sections of this article. 
The person making the sale and guaranty shall then be amenable 
to the prosecution, fines and other penalties which would in due 
course attach to the dealer under the provisions of such. sections. 
The name appearing on the container and the marking as provided 
by section seventeen shall be deemed to constitute a guaranty.

DEFINITION OF TerRMs “CONTAINER” AND “PERSON.” 


17-c. “A container” as used in this article, following section 
fifteen thereof, shall include any carton, box, crate, barrel, half- 
barrel, hamper, keg, drum, jug, jar, crock, bottle, bag, basket, 
pail, can, Wrapper, parcel or package. “A person” as used in 
such sections shall be considered to import both the singular and 
the plural and shall include corporations, companies, societies 
and associations, and whether acting through an agent or servant. 


EXAMINATION AND PROSECUTION. 

18. The examination of the weight, measure or numerical count 
of the contents of containers as provided by section seventeen 
shall be made by the state superintendent of weights and meas- 
ures or under his supervision or direction by any of the weights 
and measures officials of the state; except that in the city of 
New York such examination shall be made by the commissioner 
of the mayor’s bureau of weights and measures of the city of 
New York. When after such examination there is cause to be- 
lieve that a provision of section seventeen has been intentionally 
violated the state superintendent of weights and measures shall, 
after notifying in writing the person so accused of such accusa- 
tion, certify the results to the attorney-general with a copy of 
the results of the examination duly authenticated under oath by 
the official making examination. The attorney-general shall cause 
appropriate proceedings in the name of the people of the state 
of New York to be commenced and prosecuted in the proper 
courts of the state without delay for the enforcement of the pen- 
alties therefor; except that in the city of New York the com- 
missioner of the mayor’s bureau of weights and measures shall 
in cases where he acts, after notifying in writing the person so 
accused of such accusation certify the result to the attorney- 
general, with a copy of the result of the examination duly authen- 
ticated under oath by the official making such accusation. Such 
attorney-general shall cause appropriate proceedings in the name 
of the people of the state of New York to be commenced and 
prosecuted in the courts of the state of New York without delay 
for the enforcement of the penalties therefor. The state super- 
intendent of weights and measures with the co-operation of the 
chief or principal weights and measures officials of the cities of 
the first class shall establish uniform tolerances or amounts of 
reasonable variation and shall make uniform rules and regula- 
tions for carrying out the provisions of sections sixteen, six- 
teen-a, seventeen, seventeen-a and seventeen-b. 


PENALTIES. 


18-a. A person violating any of the provisions of sections six- 
teen, sixteen-a, sixteen-b, seventeen, seventeen-b, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars for the first and second violations, and by a 
fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five 
hundred dollars for subsequent violations. 

§ 2. Section nine of such chapter and section two hundred and 
sixty-three of chapter nine of the laws of nineteen hundred and 
nine, entitled “An act in relation to agriculture, constituting chap- 
ter one of the consolidated laws,” are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This act shall take effect June first, nineteen hundred and 
thirteen. 


Regulations Covering Paper and Twine 

(32) Paper. Wrapping paper and coated paper. A representa- 
tion should be made by weight or by numerical count, when by 
weight a variation of three and one-half per cent. (314%) under 
or over will be allowed, or the same may be sold by numerical 
count in individual sheets and the reasonable variation incident 
to manufacture will be allowed. 

Cover paper, writing paper and boards. A representation should 
be made by numerical count or by weight and reasonable varia- 
tion will be allowed. | 
Tissue paper. A representation shall be made either by weight 
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or by numerical count and a variation of two and one-half per 
cent. (234%) will be allowed. 

(24) Toilet paper. Toilet paper must be marked with either 
the weight or with the number of sheets. When sold by number 
the size of the sheets shall be indicated. The lettering shall be 
at least one-ninth of an inch (1/9”) or 8-point type. The varia- 
tion allowable on weight rolls will be eight per cent. (8%) above 
or below; the variation on count rolls will be three per cent. (3%) 
above or below. 

Pads with a printed cover should be marked with the number 
of sheets in the pad. 

(11) Twine and cordage. Each ball, tube and bale must be 
marked with the weight or linear measure of the twine or cordage, 
such weight being the net weight or linear measure. A variation 
of four per cent. (4%) will be allowed. For balls or tubes of 
less than sixteen ounces in net weight, the letters shall be at least 
one-sixteenth of an inch (1/16”) in height, bold-faced type; for 
balls or tubes over sixteen ounces, the letters shall be at least 
one-ninth of an inch (1/9”) in height. 


WRAPPING 


PAPER DUTY DEFINED 





The collector of the Port of New York is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing order from Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, Hamlin, 
regarding the paper classification of wrapping paper: 

“The department is in receipt of your letter of the 9th ultimo, 
presenting for consideration and decision the question whether 
wrapping paper with a surface design is dutiable under para- 
graph 324 at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem, which para- 
graph provides that rate of duty upon papers with the surface or 
surfaces wholly or partly decorated or covered with a design, fancy 
effect, pattern or character, whether produced in the pulp or other- 
wise, or under paragraph 328 of the said act at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem, which paragraph provides that rate upon wrap- 
ping paper not otherwise especially provided for. 

“The United States Court of Customs Appeals in T. D. 33,221, 
held that certain merchandise invoiced as ‘white glace wrapping 
paper,’ imported under the tariff act of 1909 and which the 
appraiser reported consisted of ‘super-calendered, grease proof 
paper, known as glassine or parchmyn paper,’ was properly 
dutiable under paragraph 411 of the said act at the rate of 2 
cents per pound and 10 per cent. ad valorum, and not as 
claimed by the importers under paragraph 415 of the said act 
as ‘wrapping paper not specially provided for.’ 

“That portion of paragraph 411 under which the court held 
the paper dutiable provided for parchment papers and grease 
proof and imitation parchment papers which have been super- 
calendered and rendered transparent or partially so by what- 
ever name known. 

“The court in this decision stated that the specific enumera- 
tion in paragraph 411 took precedence over the general classifi- 
cation of wrapping paper not specifically provided for in para- 
graph 415, and following the reasoning of the court the depart- 
ment is of the opinion that the provision in paragraph 324 for 
papers with surface or surfaces wholly or partly decorated or 
covered with a design, fancy effect, pattern, or character, 
whether produced in the pulp or otherwise, is more specific 
than the provision in paragraph 328 for wrapping paper ‘not 
specially provided for.’ You are accordingly directed to classify 
merchandise of this character under paragraph 324, leaving for 
the importers if dissatisfied their remedy by protest.” 


STATE FORESTRY ASSOCIATION MEETING 





The State Forestry Association which was organized at Syra- 
cuse in January, 1913, after a year of steady growth, will hold its 
second annual meeting in the State Education Building in Albany 
on January 22. The association ‘was organized for the purpose of 
bringing together everyone in the State interested in any phase 
of forestry. It believes not only in the development of forestry in 
the Adirondacks and Catskills, but aims especially to help the 
small owner and the farmer in the proper utilization of the great 
area of 7,000,000 acres of idle land now enclosed within the farms 
of the State. 
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INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
COMMISSION COMPLAINTS 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuineton, D. C., January 10, 1914—A complaint has been 
filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission by the Carthage 
Sulphite Paper and Pulp Company, of Carthage and Brownsville, 
N. Y., against the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad, et 
al., in which they charge that rates of 17 cents, 22 cents and 25 cents 
on shipments of wrapping paper, box board, wood-pulp board, etc., 
to Baltimore, Philadelphia and Richmond are excessive, unreason- 
able and unjust. They ask for the establishment of reasonable 
maxima rates and reparation. 

Julius Frieldnader & Co., of Columbus, Ohio, has filed with the 
Commission a complaint against the Central of Georgia Railroad, 
et al.; in which they allege that they have been charged excessive 
rates on shipments of paper stock, from Columbus and Augusta, 
Ga., to Cincinnati. Class “A” rates have been charged. Just and 
reasonable rates are asked for and reparation. 

The Pulp and Paper Manufacturers’ Traffic Association have 
filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission a complaint 
against the Duluth, South Shore & Michigan Southern, in which 
they attack, on behalf of the members of the association, the pre- 
vailing rates on pulp wood from points in Michigan to and through 
the State of Wisconsin as being unreasonable and unduly dis- 
criminatory. It is alleged that the defendant carriers do not pub- 
lish and maintain either through rates or just and reasonable 
combination rates between the points named. 

It is also charged that they allow lower rates on wood pulp 
from points in Michigan to Sault Ste. Marie and Brimley, Mich., 
when the shipments are destined to points in states other than 
Wisconsin, than is charged for substantially equal service to other 
junction points, which places the members of the association at a 
disadvantage. They ask for the establishment of just and rea- 
sonable rates, and such further orders as the Commission may 
deem to be just and reasonable. 


Cases ASSIGNED FOR HEARING. 

The following cases have been assigned for hearing and argu- 
ment before the Interstate Commerce Commission : 

At Chicago, Ill, January 20, before Special Examiner Mackley: 
I. & S., No. 302. Box board rates from Wilmington, IIl., and 
other points to Chicago, Ill, Milwaukee, Wis., and other points. 

WrapPInc PAPER AND PuLP Woop Rates. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has entered an order sus- 
pending until April 17, 1914, Supplement No. 1 to New Orleans, 
Mobile & Chicago Railroad Co. Tariff, I. C. C. No. 713, in which 
were contained certain provisions by which it is proposed by the 
carriers to increase the rates applicable on carload shipments of 
wrapping paper and pulp wood, from East Moss Point, Miss., via 
Mobile and the Mallory Line Steamship Co., to Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and Boston. The present rate to Philadelphia is 28 cents, 
the proposed rate would be 40 cents, or an increase of 12 cents, 
via that route. .Corresponding increases are made in the rates to 
Boston and Baltimore. 


Wisconsin Compensation Law 

Mapison, Wis., January 12, 1914—In the two years since the 
Workmen’s Compensation law went into effect, employers of this 
State have paid as indemnity to injured workmen and their de- 
pendents the sum of $396,354.73, according to a statment. of the 
State Industrial Commission. The total does not include the 
amount paid under the medical relief provision. of the law, which 
it is estimated would equal 50 per cent. of the amount paid as 
indemnity. 

Up to January 1, 1914, a total of 6,894 claims have been set- 
tled. The average amount paid as indemnity in each case is 


$57.72. 


MAY PREVENT RIVER IMPROVEMENTS 


Van Buren, Me., January 6, 1914—Maine lumber and pulp 
interests owning property along the St. John river are not en- 
couraged by the latest information that is reported in regard to 
the International St. John River Commission, which has been 
investigating the St. John river for the United States and Canada 
since 1909. 

The commission’s chief object of existence was to determine 
whether or not the booming of logs on the St. John constituted 
an obstruction to navigation, a factor of great importance to lum- 
bering interests. Since the commission began its labors, it has 





investigated other things also, such as possibilities of power de- 


velopment and improvement of driving conditions, on both of 
which it has reported favorably, but on the question of booming 
logs it is reported that there is a difference of opinion between 
the American and Canadian commissioners which will interfere 
with the development of the river if it proves to be long drawn out 
in coming to settlement. 

In 1842 a treaty was made between Great Britain and the 
United States, negotiated by Lord Ashburton and Daniel Webster, 
under the provisions of which neither the Canadians or Americans 
have the right to obstruct navigation on the river at such points 
or for such distances as the river constitutes a portion of the 
boundary lines. 

The difference in the commission, it is reported, lies in the in- 
terpretation of this treaty as regards the booming of logs. The 
Americans claim it is not an obstruction to navigation, and that 
no new treaty is required; the Canadians, that it is an obstruc- 
tion and that a new treaty will be required. American and Cana- 
dian manufacturing interests are not optimistic over entering into 
treaty negotiations, as in all probability it would take several years 
to complete one. 

The duties of the commission were supposed to cease the pres- 
ent month, but from reports it is doubtful if the members will be 
able to reach an agreement. 

By the attitude of the Canadian commissioners they bid fair to 
prevent for years to come the development of the monster water 
power at Grand Falls, to do which has been the ambition of New 
Brunswick for a long time. A large pulp making concern has 
been talked of for this location to utilize the abundance of water 
power and pulp wood which are at hand. 

Conditions in this section have changed greatly since the 
Webster-Ashburton treaty was made. In 1842 the St. John river 
was the only source of communication between what was then the 
town of St. John and the headwaters. No railroads had been built 
there. There was but one way by which the valuable spruce and 
pine of northeastern Maine and northwestern New Brunswick 
could be sent to market. It was to “drive” it down river to St. 
John, there to be manufactured and shipped to market. 

Under the above state of affairs the Ashburton treaty’s provi- 
sions were wise and timely. But since. that time, the Bangor & 
Aroostook and Canadian railroads have been built, sawmills have 
sprung up along the river, and it is much easier to get lumber out. 
Now the more important matter is the power development of. the 
river and to facilitate booming of logs. Manufacturing interests 
of both Maine and New Brunswick are hoping that the commis- 
sion will agree on adopting at once a course of action favorable 
to these.

CANADIAN NEWS 


Export and Import Paper Trade with U. S. Increases—Rail- 
road Commission Equalizes Freight Rates—Partington 
Company to Increase Its Capital—McGill to Have Ex- 
perimental Plant—Heavy Movement of Pulpwood—J. L. 
McNicol to Manage N. B. Pulp and Paper Plant—P. 
& P. A. Annual Meeting—For Fire Protection in British 
Columbia.

Ottawa, Ont., January 13, 1914—A striking growth in the ex- 
port of Canadian pulp and paper to the United States and a sub- 
stantial increase in such imports from that country is shown by 
the first official figures for Canadian trade during the 1913 fiscal 
year, just issued by the Trade and Commerce Department. 

According to this compilation the export to the United States 
of wood blocks for pulp was $6,806,945 in 1913, as compared with 
$5,697,901 in 1912, while the exports of paper were nearly double, 
$4,390,144 in 1913, as compared with $2,086,304 in 1912 and $2,075,- 
889 in 1911. The paper export was divided as follows: Felt 
paper, $3,240, as compared with $5,235 in 1912; printing, $4,242,- 
298, compared with $1,989,863 in 19126 wall paper, $7,107, com- 
pared with $6,568 in 1912; wrapping, $96,922, compared with 
only $68 in 1912, a striking increase; other paper, N. E. S., $40,577, 
compared with $84,552 in 1912. 

The-import of wood pulp from the United States was $191,345, 
compared with $49,991 in 1912, a heavy increase. The total im- 
ports of paper were $5,754,156, as compared with $4,221,220 in 
1912, of which the largest items were: Paper, manufactures of, 
N. O. P., $1,787,319, compared with $1,284,467 in 1912; wrapping 
paper, $1,368,366, compared with $916,445 in 1912; tarred and 
building paper, $684,484, compared with $467,095 in 1912; hang- 
ings or wall paper, $324,622, compared with $257,430 in 1912; 
printing paper, $499,096, compared with $489,555 in 1912; ruled, 
bordered, coated and boxed papers and papeteries, $179,942, com- 
pared with $156,367 in 1912; straw board, not pasted or coated, 
$105,530, compared with $57,921 in 1912. 





Commission Adjusts Freight Rates 
» Orrawa, Ont., January 15, 1914—As a result of the application 
of the Howell Company, of Toronto, as regards an increase in 
freight rates on import wood pulp to various points on the Cana- 
dian Pacific, Canadian Northern and Grand Trunk Railways, the 
Railway Commission has reduced the rate to Windsor Mills to 
8 cents, removing an apparent discrimination against Shawinigan 
Falls thereby. In 1912 the C. P. R. and the Canadian ee. 
had a rate of 6 cents per 100 pounds on export wood phi ate § 
loads, from Montreal to Shawinigan Falls, while at the sathe 
the C. P. R. rate to Grandmere, Joliette and Lachute was 8 =, 
per 100 pounds. To Kingsey Station and Windsor Mills the 
Grand Trunk rate was 9 cents. The C. P. R. rates to the points 
mentioned were afterwards reduced to 6 cents per 100 pounds;, 
while the Grand Trunk reduced its rate to Windsor Mills .and 
Kingsey Station to 7 cents. This was only for 1912, and the rates 
were then restored to 8 cents to Shawinigan Falls, and 9 cents 
to Windsor Mills respectively. 

The two paper firms concerned are the Belgo-Canadian Pulp 
and Paper Company at Shawinigan Falls and the Canada Paper 
Company at Windsor Mills, both of which ship import wood pulp 
from the Howell Company. The complaint was that, owing to 
the higher rate to Windsor Mills than to Shawinigan Falls, this 
militated against the possibility of doing business at the former 
point. 

In its judgment the Railway Commission states that 


“compar- 
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ing the rate as charged with the rates of the local product and tak- 
ing into consideration the mileage involved and the charges which 
have to -be borne at Montreal on the imported product as com- 
pared with the movement on the local product, the commission 
is.of the opinion that 8 cents is a reasonable rate for the move- 
ment from Montreal to Windsor Mills.” 





Express Rates Reduced 


Ottawa, Ont., January 15, 1914—A general reduction in mini- 
mum express rates for Canada has been made by the Railway 
Commission. They will become effective on February 1 and are: 

In cases where the rates per 100 pounds are 90 cents the reduc- 
tions in the present charges are: 2-pound parcels, 5 cents; 3 
pounds, 15 cents; 4 pounds, 20 cents; 5 pounds, 15 cents; 6 and 
7 pounds, 25 cents. 

Where the rate per hundred is $1 the reductions are: 
5 cents; 4 pounds, 15 cents; 5 pounds,-10 cents; 6 and 
20 cents. 

Where the rate is $1.25 per hundred the reductions are: 2 
pounds, 5 cents; 3 pounds, 10 cents; 4 pounds, 15 cents;-5.pounds, 
10 cents; 6 and 7 pounds, 15 cents. Fe 

Where the rates are $1.50 per hundred the reductions are: 2 
pounds, 5 cents; 3 and 4 pounds, 10 cents6 5. potinds, 5 cents; 6 
and 7 pounds, 10 cents. 

Where the through rate is $1.75 per hundred there are in the 
case of 2, 3, 4, 6 and 7-pound shipments reductions of 5 cents in 
the minimum charges.

Track Scale Allowances 
Ont., January 13, 1914—Complaints which have ula 
made by Canadian lumbermen and paper manufacturers anent 
the weighing of shipments on railway track scales will be obviat- 
ed by a series of new regulations regarding weights and measures 
which have been promulgated by ‘the government.’ The new 
schedules considerably reduce the margin of toleration of error 
in railway track scales. They are as follows: Scales of 30 tons 
capacity must have sensitiveness when fully loaded of 10 pounds; 
greatest error not to exceed 15. pounds ‘fully loaded; 40 tons ca- 
pacity, sensitiveness must be i2 pounds and greatest error, 18 
pounds; 50 tons capacity, sensitiveness must be 14 pounds, and 
greatest error 22 pounds; 75 tons capacity, sensitiveness, 17 
pounds and greatest error 30 pounds; 100 tons capacity, sensitive- 
ness, 20 pounds, and greatest error 40 pounds; 150 tons capacity, 
sensitiveness 25 pounds; and greatest error 50 pounds; 200 tons 
capacity, sensitiveness 30 pounds, and greatest error 60 pounds.

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Partington to Increase Capital to $5,000,000 
MonTREAL, Que., January 12, 1914—Notice has been filed by the 
Partington Pulp and Paper Company, St. John, N. B., to increase 
thé. capital stock from $950,000 to $5,000,000. The company is 
just completing a new warehouse, with a conveyor to bring the 
pulp from the mill. 


A New Mill for Grand Falls 
MontTrREAL, Que., January 12, 1914—Work is to be started in the 
spring on the erection of large pulp and paper mills at Grand 
Falls, on the St. John River, N. B. Sir William Van Horne, of 
Montreal, is the leading spirit in the enterprise, which is backed 
by ample capital. 


Experimental Plant for McGill 
MonTREAL, Que., January 12, 1914—Early this coming spring 
Montreal will have a new paper mill. It will be established at 
McGill University in connection with the Forest Products Labor- 
atory, and will turn out paper on a commercial basis. Eight or 
ten. men will be permanently employed running this mill, which 
is designed to give practical instruction to students. 


Laval’s Forestry School 
MonTREAL, Que., January 12, 1914—The Provincial Government 
has increased the grant to the Forestry School at Laval University 
from $5,000 to $8,000, in return for a longer course of studies. The 
number of lessons or lectures will be increased from 900 to 1,200 
for the year. A new wing is being added to the University for the 
Forestry School, at a cost of $6,000. 


Heavy Trafic in Pulpwood 

MonTREAL, Que., January 12, 1914.—The annual statement of the 
traffic of the Lachine Canal at Montreal, which connects the upper 
and lower St. Lawrence, shows that pulpwood and pulp for Great 
Lake ports was the largest tonnage up. There were 126,938 cords 
of the former, equal to 380,814 tons, and 13,100 tons of pulp. Two 
cargoes of pulp from Norway passed through the canal, totalling 
2,731 tons. 


Opportunities in France 
MonTrREAL, Que., January 12, 1914—The Department of Trade 
and Commerce at Ottawa announces that it has received inquiries 
from its Paris agent regarding mechanical and chemical pulpwood 
for which there is a demand in France; also from South Africa for 
wrapping paper and paper bags. 


Making Ready for Abitibi Mills 
MonTrEAL, Que., January 12, 1914—Montreal officials of the 
Abitibi Pulp and Paper Company are now sanguine that the pulp 


mill at Iroquois Falls will be in operation in April. Skilled 
mechanics are to be imported at once, and a hotel for their ac- 
commodation has now been completed. Two hundred and fifty 
men are now cutting pulpwood. 


Annual Meeting of Canadian P. & P. A. 

MonrTreat, Que., January 12, 1914——The first annual meeting of 
the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association will be held at the Wind- 
sor Hotel, Montreal, on Thursday, January 22. There will be 
morning and afternoon sessions, and a dinner in the evening. Ad- 
dresses are expected from prominent pulp and paper men, as well 
as from government officials. The annual election of officers will 
take place and reports.for the two years will be read. It is hoped 
that there will be a representative attendance. 


Fire Protection in British Columbia 

Toronto, Ont., January 12, 1914—Speaking on the measures 
being taken to protect British Columbia’s forest resources, Hon. 
W. R. Ross told the Western Forestry and Conservation Asso- 
ciation some important and little known facts. The province, he 
said, had nearly 70 per cent. of its 250,000,000 acres under some 
kind of timber. During the past years, 150,000,000 acres of the 
total area of the province had been placed under protection. 
Naturally, the intensity of the patrol varied with the value of the 
timber and the danger of fire, but sufficient flexibility was provided 
so that any exigency might be met. Eleven forest districts had 
30 rangers and 280 guards and patrolmen. Another 100 men were 
available on short notice. The patrol service cost $190,000, and fire 
fighting only $9,000. Construction work included over 1,000 miles 
of trails for horses, 168 miles of foot trails, 360 miles of telephone 
lines, 10 cabins and 10 mountain lookout stations. For the miles 
of indentations along the coast line, rangers have a flotilla of 
launches, from the high-powered type of 50 feet to the smaller 
gasoline launch for the guard on his daily round. 


The Wood Using Industries of New York 


The Paper TRADE JOURNAL is in receipt from the Department of 
Agriculture, Forest Service, a copy of a report on the wood using 
industries of New York. This is the twenty-eighth bulletin of this 
character which has been prepared, and it is the most compre- 
hensive one so far issued. Similar bulletins for Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, New Jersey and South Carolina are in press, and the statis- 
tical survey has now covered the entire country. 

The tabulations showing the demand upon each wood by each 
industry with the proportionate amount of each kind of wood re- 
quired by each industry are now being summarized by the depart- 
ment from these reports to show the situation for the entire United 
States. These figures are showing more accurately than ever be- 
fore what becomes of the different kinds of lumber, information of 
peculiar value to the lumber and pulp industries. Further, the most 
complete list of present-day uses of wood which has ever been 
available is now being carefully compiled.

Active Pulpwood and Lumber Operations—Traveling Repre- 
sentative of Black River Paper and Manufacturing Com- 
pany -Missing—L. F. Lansing Found Badly Injured on 
Railroad Track—Battle Island Company Wins Against 
Casualty Concern—Settlements Effected in Accident Cases 
—P. D. Taylor Off for China Again, Etc.

Watertown, N. Y., January 12, 1914—Lumbermen throughout 
the Adirondack region have been taking advantage of the excellent 
winter prevailing in Northern New York during the past few 
weeks, and a great amount of hauling has been done. Although 
this has been a late season, itis reported that timber operations 
are far ahead of last season at this time. There is about two feet 
of snow in the woods. 

One of the largest jobs in the northern section of the woods is 
being operated by the A. Sherman Lumber Company, which with 
its jobbers is now using one hundred and ten teams. This firm 
is getting out ten million feet of saw logs and thirty thousand 
cords of pulp wood. Most of the pulp wood will be used by the 
Racquette River Paper Company at its Hewittville and Unionville 
mills near Potsdam, N. Y. 

The saw logs will be taken to the company’s mills at Tupper 
Lake. About half of the pulp wood comes from the lands near 
Hollywood and will be driven down the Racquette river in the 
spring. Some of the balance will be drawn over the railroads of 
the Emporium company. The Brooklyn Cooperage Company is 
getting out about twenty million feet of lumber this winter on its 
tract near Sylvan Falls. 

A novelty in Adirondack logging is being put into operation 
this winter in the vicinity of Mt. Seward. A cable and steam 
engine is being substituted for horses on the mountain side. About 
five million feet of logs are being hauled, and horses are not able 
to hold the bobs down the slope. 

With a continuation of the present weather into February, 
indications are that this year’s output from the Adirondacks in 
lumber and pulp wood will be harvested in record time. 


Traveling Representative Missing 


Watertown, N. Y., January 12, 1914—For the past two months 
a careful search has been in process for Sherman S. Salisbury, 
the traveling representative of the Black River Paper & Manu- 
facturing Company of this city. He mysteriously disappeared from 
Malone, N. Y., on October 28 last and no trace of him has been 
found. At first it was thought he had absconded, but there is a 
growing belief among his family and employees that he is dead. 

At the time that Salisbury disappeared he had $200 in cash and 
about $700 in checks belonging to the company. After nothing 
had been heard from him for about two weeks, John M. Hyde, 
of this city, the controlling factor in the company, went over 
the route last covered by Salisbury and succeeded in invalidating 
the checks which had been given Salisbury. He was unable to 
gain any trace of the agent. A report was received that Salisbury 
had obtained work with the Emporium Lumber Company, but 
this proved untrue. 

Several theories have been entertained by Mr. Hyde, but none 
of them has been quite satisfactory. It was thought he had per- 
haps gotten into financial trouble and used the money to straighten 
up matters and had gone to either the Adirondacks or to Canada 
under an assumed name; that he might have become demented and 
departed to parts unknown; or had under this condition taken his 


own life, or, perhaps, had been foully dealt with and perhaps killed 
and his body hidden. 

That the man is dead is the belief of his wife, who has been 
trying to locate him. He had been in the habit of writing her 
every day while away, and on October 28 sent her a telegram 
from Auburn stating that on the 30th he would be home. That 
was the last ever heard from him. 


Verdict Against Casualty Company 
Watertown, N. Y., January 12, 1914—The Battle Island Pulp 
and Paper Company was awarded a verdict against the Pacific 
Coast Casualty Company, in Supreme Court at Oswego last week 
in the sum of $2,135.66. Some time ago Antonio Mazzei, an em- 
ployee of the company, recovered judgment against the paper 
company for $1,500 for injuries received while unloading pulp 
with a conveyor. The Casualty company had insured the paper 
company but refused to settle this claim, maintaining that under 
its policy the use of elevators was prohibited. The paper com- 
pany maintained that a conveyor was not an elevator, and this 

question was so decided by the verdict in the trial. 


Accident Cases Settled Out of Court 


Watertown, N. Y., January 12, 1914—After going to trial in 
Supreme Court here last week, the action of Pasquale Cuccinello 
against the St. Regis Paper Company was settled. Cuccinello was 
burned by the contents of a pulp digester while employed at the 
company’s mill last July, and demanded $10,000 damages. He 
claimed negligence on the part of the company for turning the 
boiling material upon him without giving him warning that it was 
to be done. 

The negligence case of Charles E. Hart against the Brown- 
ville Paper Company for $5,000 was settled out of court. On 
August 29, 1913, while working at the company’s mill, a large 
roll of paper fell on Hart seriously injuring him. 


Found Semi-Conscious on Railroad Tracks 

Watertown, N. Y., January 12, 1914—Louis F. Lansing, for- 
merly the treasurer of the Frontenac Paper Company, with mill 
at Dexter, was found last Friday lying on the railroad tracks at 
Carthage in a semi-conscious condition with many severe wounds, 
from the result, it is believed, of having been struck by a pas- 
senger train that had just passed. He had apparently just crossed 
the railroad bridge when he was struck, and how his body could 
have been left in the middle of the tracks without having been 
mangled by the train is a mystery. Had the discovery been de- 
ferred a few minutes later another train would have been due, 
and undoubtedly he would have been killed outright. 

On being removed to the doctor’s office it was found that Mr. 
Lansing had sustained three bad scalp wounds, although it was 
feared the skull had been fractured. Fifteen stitches were re- 
quired to close the cuts. The left thumb was badly crushed and 
had to be amputated, while bruises to the muscles rendered the 
proper use of the right arm and left leg impossible. 


P. D. Taylor Leaves for China 

Watertown, N. Y., January 12, 1914—Perry D. Taylor, of 
Carthage, left for San Francisco last week to take steamer pas- 
sage for China on January 15. He will go direct from Shanghai 
to Hangkow, where he is employed by the Chinese government 
as superintendent of the government paper mill. He expects to 
remain in China for the next two years as his contract on the 
paper mill job does not expire until January 16, 1916. The con- 
tract was entered into with the Chinese government in 1911, but 
for the past two years Mr. Taylor has been in the United States 
pending the settlement of the Chinese affairs following the 
revolution.

His entire body was terribly scalded up to the armpits, although 
he was in the water less than a minute. He died at the Russell 
hospital in the afternoon, after much suffering. He had been at 
the University of Maine for a year, and was working to get funds 
to complete his education.

Hotyoxe, Mass., January 13, 1914—The old Boston Neck paper 
mill at Suffield, Conn., which has been owned since 1902 by C. H. 
Dexter & Sons, paper manufacturers of Windsor Locks, Conn., 
was closed last Saturday for good by the owners and the prop- 
erty transferred to the Northern Securities Company which re- 
cently purchased the controlling interests of the Coffins in the 
newly reorganized Connecticut River Company. 

This old paper mill property has been staked out by the en- 
gineers who have been surveying for the new $5,000,000 dam which 
the Connecticut River Company is to build at that point on the 
river and the land now occupied by the mill property will be made 
a part of the river, the land being flooded when the dam is com- 
pleted. Several small tenements now owned by the C. H. Dexter 
& Sons Paper Company which are on this land will be torn down 
or moved to higher land. : 

The old Boston Neck paper mill has been a paper mill under 
several owners for the last 100 years and is one of the oldest in 
this part of the country. It was started long before the present 
dam was built across the Connecticut river at Enfield, the power 
being obtained to run the mill from Stony brook which empties 
into the canal at this point just below the mill. 

Up to recently about twenty girls and thirty men were em- 
ployed in this mill. Most of the help have been transferred to the 
Windsor Locks plant of the C. &. Dexter & Sons Paper Company. 
The machinery and contents of the mill will either be sold or taken 
to the Dexter mill. 


Progress Club of N. B. B. Company Dines

Scott Paper Company Obtains a Permanent Injunction Against 
Myer Brothers in Suit for Alleged Infringement of Trade 
Marks—Israel Brothers Buy Plant of Reynolds Aertite 
Company—Thompson-Johnston Wedding.

Dayton, Ohio, January 12, 1914—United States District Judge 
Hollister has issued a perpetual injunction in the trade mark in- 
fringement suit of the Scott Paper Company against Myer Bros., 
toilet paper manufacturers, of Cincinnati, restraining the defendant 
company’*from the use of the labels on toilet paper manufactured 
by them which were complained of by the Scott company. 

The ‘principal trade mark alleged to have been infringed was 
the complainant’s “Waldrof,” which appeared upon a blue back- 
ground upon one of its more expensive grades of toilet paper. 

It was charged also that the defendant’s trade mark, “Waverly,” 
was so similarly treated as to make it easy to mistake its goods 
for those of the plaintiff. The complainant also charged that its 
trade mark, “Fino,” used witth a certain design with wings, was 
infringed with a similar design about the word “Finist,” upon a 
grade of toilet paper made by the defendant. Several other trade 
marks in use by the plaintiff were also alleged to have been in- 
fringed in a similar manner by the defendant. 

During a hearing of the case the latter part of last week counsel 
for the defendant advised the court that their clients had dis- 
continued the use of all of the trade marks objected to by the 
Scott Paper Company with the exception of the “Waverly” trade 
mark, almost immediately after bjll of complaint was filed in 
the case. 

The injunction of the court covers all of the trade marks com- 
plained of by the complainant. 


Plant of Aertite Company Sold 

Dayton, Ohio, January 12, 1914—The plant of the Reynolds 
Aertite Company, located in East Dayton, was sold during the 
past week to Israel Brothers, paper and junk dealers, at their bid 
of $12,500. The negotiations were effected and the sale perfected 
by private sale after a vain endeavor had been made by the trus- 
tees in bankruptcy to dispose of the plant at the doors of the court 
house in compliance with court orders. 

About ten days ago the property of the Reynolds company was 
offered for sale by the trustee in bankruptcy, George P. Huffman, 
and the only bid submitted was that of Frank Wagner, of the 
American Mechanical Toy Company. It was $10,000, and as the 
realty and site had been appraised at $20,000, it was not desired 
to make this sacrifice. It was decided to make a private sale, if 
possible, and as a result Israel Brothers, who have long been 
identified with the paper trade, made the successful offer. The 
firm has been located on Detroit street, but will now remove into 
more commodious quarters and will be prepared to extend its 
trade. The site contains a large brick factory building in which 
the famous air-tight paper packages were made for the biscuit 
trade, largely; and there is also a tract of ground, including sev- 
eral acres located along the Big Four Railroad and Findlay street. 
This will afford Israel Brothers ample opportunity to make ex, 
tensions or dispose of a factory site, if they desire. 

The appraisers of the Reynolds plant were: George B. Smith, 
president of the Kinnard- Manufacturing Company ; Lee A. Woods, 
general manager of the American Box and Pail Company, and A. L. 
Hughes, of the Franklin Building and. Loan Association; ‘The 
personality was sold at private sale and included ‘box-making ma- 
chinery, printing presses and other mechanical equipment, as well 
as office fixtures.

Preparing for Water Power Developments—E. A. Edmonds 
Makes Ready to Move to California—Jerre C. Mosher 
to Enter Wholesale Paper Business in New York—State 
Forest Reserve Taxes—Marriage of Frank H. Hoberg.

AppLeton, Wis., January 13, 1914—-W. A. Baer and T. J. Lucas, 
of Chicago, the long and the short of it in hydraulic engineering, 
the former standing about 6 feet 2 inches and the latter about 4 
feet 2 inches, arrived in Appleton Friday morning to attend a 
meeting of the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Company, with 
which concern they have closed a contract to take care of extensive 
hydraulic engineering work in the Fox river valley.

The work thus far done was reported upon and instruc- 
tions given those in charge as to what will be expected of them 
during the remaining winter months. Lack of snow and the 
absence of extremely cold weather has been a boon to those en- 
gaged in the survey work, which has been advanced much farther 
than was expected at this time. Much of the flowage land has 
already been secured, also. Present indications are that not much 
of the land needed for the storage reservoir will have to be 
secured through condemnation proceedings, most owners being 
fair in their demands and willing to séll at prices offered by the 
company.

It is believed 
the payment of taxes on this land will eliminate much of the objec- 
tion being made to it by residents in the counties where the lands 
are located. They have claimed that the state holdings of forestry 
lands removes it from the tax rolls and robs the counties in which 
it is located of much revenue it would otherwise have. The total 
value of the land owned by the state is $1,249,521. Under the law 
the bulk of the money paid as taxes by the state will go to the 
school districts located within the towns named.

FROM, KALAMAZOO 


Criminal Charges Arising Out of Water Investigation at Kala- 
mazoo Are Satisfactorily Settled—Michigan Federation 
of Labor Seeks to Have Labor Laws Enacted—Munising 
Paper Co. Makes Extensive Improvements—Settlement 
for Injured Employe. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 

KaLaMAzoo, Mich., January 12, 1914—At last the criminal 
charges which ‘were the outgrowth of the water investigation in 
this city sometime ago have been entirely disposed of and in a 
way satisfactory to every one. During the past week Judge N. 
H. Stewart called John Driessen, former superintendent of the 
plant, but now manager of the Michigan Carton Company, of 
Battle Creek, Mich., into court and gave him a fine of $100 for 
tampering witha city water meter. This ends all the criminal 
actions started as the result of the investigation, and the fact 
that Judge Stewart treated the matter in the way he did has won 
much favorable comment. An effort was made to shove on Mr. 
Dreissen much of the blame for an offense he was really not 
guilty of, except in a technical way. When told to turn on the 
meter, he only carried out the orders of those above him and 
did the same as any other loyal workman would have done. The 
charge against Jeremiah Whitney, who was manager of the plant 
at the time of the investigation, has been dropped because of his 
serious illness. There is only one feature of the case now left in 
‘court, and that is the civil action for the recovery of about $15,000 
worth of water the plant took without paying for. The judg- 
ment has been secured in the lower court, but the Supreme Court 
has not passed on the appeal, which was taken from the lower 
court. A decision is expected at any time. 





Would Establish Labor Laws 


KaLaMAzoo, Mich., January 12, 1914—During the past week the 
Michigan Federation of Labor has started the circulation of peti- 
tions throughout the state which call for two drastic changes in 
the state constitution. The first petition provides for an amend- 
ment giving the legislature a right to enact laws to regulate the 
liours and working conditions of men in the state. The other 
petition calls for a state law establishing an eight-hour working 
day with a maximum limit for a week of 48 hours for any per- 
son employed in any manufacturing, mechanical, mining, mercan- 
tile establishment, laundry, barber shop, hotel, restaurant, tele- 
graph or telephone company or any common carrier. These two 
petitions are the first to be circulated since the initiative amend- 
ment to the state constitution became effective. 





Settlement for Injuries 
KataMazoo, Mich., January 12, 1914—The Michigan Indus- 
tial Board has granted to Bert H. Grove, an employee of the Mich- 
igan Paper Company, of Plainwell, a settlement for injuries he 
recently received. The company will pay him $6 per week for 
13 weeks and then $3 per week during partial disability, also $67 
hospital and medical services for the first three weeks. 





Improvements by the Munising Paper Co. 

KatLaMazoo, Mich., January 12, 1914—The Munising Paper 
Company, of Detroit, has again been forced to make many im- 
provements in its plant because of increased business. The com- 
pany will install soon a 400-kilowatt generator, driven by a new 
650 horsepower engine. At present the plant’ has two 750-horse- 
power engines and generators, in addition to which it is supplied 
with from 300 to 700 horsepower from the river power plant, 
varving’ with the volume of water in the rivet.” Superheaters are 
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to be installed in the south battery of four boilers which will 
convert saturated steam into dry steam for the digesters for cook- 
ing pulp, This will result in shortening the operation, a saving 
of chemicals and the production of a better grade of pulp. In 
the same battery of boilers in order that they may more readily 
respond to unusual intermittent demands which are made upon 
them for steam by the digesters, an induced draft system is to 
be introduced. An automobile boiler feed is to be installed and 
everything which tends to produce maximum efficiency demanded 
by an ideal plant will be put in. In the paper mill vacuum pumps 
and valves will be placed in connecting with the heating and drying 
systems. The whole machine room ventilation system will be 
modified. Another excellent improvement will be the provision 
for pipe coverings for all high pressure steam flanges through- 
out the entire plant. It is expected that a considerable saving 
will be made by this improvement which will prevent an immense 
heat radiation and consequent condensation. 





WASHINGTON ITEMS 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENTS. ] 
After the holidays the paper business here seems to have taken 
a little slump, but retailers anticipate a “bully good” year. 


The annual meeting of the American Forestry Association was 
held here on January 14. The association took up the conserva- 
tion of the forests of the country and the election of officers for 
the coming year. (A report of the meeting will appear in next 
week’s issue of the Paper TRADE JOURNAL.) 


After having spent several days duck hunting on the island of 
George J. Gould, off North Carolina, Ross P. Andrews, of the 
R. P. Andrews Paper Company, has returned to Washington. 
Senator Ollie James, of Kentucky, and Representative Under- 
wood, of Alabama, were among other guests of Mr. Gould. 


The Osborn Paper Company was awarded the contracts in 
Classes 17 and 23, for paper under bids asked for on December 
2 by the Navy Department. Class 17 was for white paper, 
8 x 10%, and the bid was 52% cents per ream. Class 23 was for 
writing paper, and the Osborn bid was $2,405.50. The award was 
made last week. 


It is expected that more paper manufacturers and dealers than 
usual from various sections of the country will be here on January 
26, to attend the opening of the bids for the Government Printing 
Office, owing to the increased interest shown this year. They 
will be opened as usual by the Joint Committee on Printing, of 
which Senator Duncan U. Fletcher is chairman. It is expected 
that competition this year will be very lively. 

Meetings are being held here almost daily by the Paper Division 
of the General Supply Committee, under the chairmanship of J. L. 
McGrew, of the Department of Labor, to arrange the schedule 
for the coming year. It is thought that work on the schedule will 
be completed by the committee about the first of February, and 
that it will be distributed about a month later for bids. The 
schedule includes paper for the executive departments here.

Styles in candy boxes 
change as frequently as those in feminine dress and with about as 
much reason, say the manufacturers. 

Plans have: been completed for a large addition to the plant of 
the Western Tablet Company at St. Joseph, Mo., upon which work 
is to be commenced at once. The plant is located at Eleventh 
street and Mitchell avenue. The addition is to be two stories and 
70 x 300 feet. It is to cost $20,000. The company was organized 
in a small way a few years ago, but has grown so rapidly that 
several additions have been necessary. It employs a large number 
of persons, many of them women and girls. When the addition is 
completed it will give the concern a capacity of 200,000 tablets, 
composition, and note books a day, and will double the present 
capacity.

$500. Work was resumed in the plant before the fire was com- 
pletely out. 

The plant of the Cliff Paper Company, at Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
was shut down on January 7 for three weeks while the company 
installs alternating current motors to take the place of the present 
direct current motors. The closing of the plant has thrown 75 
men out of work. All will again be employed when the new mo- 
tors are installed. ‘ 

When the additions to the Hollingsworth’& Whitney paper mills, 
at Winslow, Mass., are completed the coming March, the num- 
ber of hands employed by the mill will be increased by 125 men. 
The new work includes a new acid tower and an addition to the 
sulphite mill. Horace Purinton Company, Waterville, Me., con- 
tractors, have been doing the construction work. 

The Potsdam, N. Y., fire department was called out about four 
o’clock one morning last week by a small fire at the plant of the 
Potsdam Paper Mills, in Depot street. The fire started from coals 
used to thaw out a pipe. Waste and oil ignited the flooring of 
the mill and the building was filled with smoke. A portion of 
the floor was torn up and the fire was shortly put out. 

The Inland Empire Paper Company, at Millwood, Wash., made 
paper on January 1 for the first time in several months. The mill 
has been shut down for some time while extensive alterations and 
additions have been in progress, which will double the capacity. 
The big paper machine is not yet ready for running paper and 
will not be in operation for several weeks, but the small machine 
will be operated from now on. 


The Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company, Dexter, N. Y., 
is expending a large sum in improving the chemical department 
of its mill. According to a press dispatch seven large vats have 
already been built, four of which replace those they already had. 
A large concrete and steel structure has been erected, upon which 
will be placed a huge cooling tank. This represents a big outlay 
of money, and when completed is expected to greatly reduce the 
presence of fumes in the air, for the acid will be cooled before 
it is delivered from the digesters back to the vats.

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Crate With Canada 


Probably no subject is of more interest to the paper manufac- 
turers of this country at the present time than the Canadian trade, 
which received such a wonderful impetus as the result of the so- 
called “Reciprocity Act.” This law and the subsequent tariff act 
of last year have materially altered the complexion of the paper 
industry on both sides of the line. It is needless to say which 
country has profited the more by the legislation. The way has 
been made as clear as the law makers of the United States could 
make it, for the Canadian manufacturers of newsprint, and that 
they do not dominate the market today is not because of any ob- 
struction here, but because they are not yet big enough to cope 
with the situation. It is a natural law that interferes, not an 
artificial one, and comfort may be taken in the fact that from 
present appearances, it will be a long time before the Canadians 
will be in command of the situation. Of course one does not need 
to be in command of a situation to make a considerable impres- 
sion upon it, and the effects of the competition from across the 
border have been quite keenly felt in some quarters; at the same 
time it must not be supposed that the news print industry of the 
United States has by any means reached a critical stage as the re- 
sult of the Canadian competition. The worst that can happen, and 
which has happened to a certain extent, is that certain mills in cer- 
tain localities which are hardest hit, will drop or have dropped the 
unprofitable manufacture of news for other grades of paper which 
allow of fair returns on the capital invested. The change in turn 
naturally makes an encroachment upon the markets for these same 
other grades, and tends to weaken the values of them. This, how- 
ever, is a long way from saying that the American paper industry 
as a whole is seriously crippled. The shifting of conditions forms 
an economic problem which it is not difficult for any thinking 
man to solve, and those who prophesy a demoralized news print 
marked at cut-rate prices, are doomed to be disappointed. The 
supply and demand will adjust themselves in due course. A re- 
actionary movement is bound to follow any period of artificial de- 
pression, and as soon as our Northern neighbors pull themselves 
together’ and make themselves independent in a financial sense, 
so that they will not be obliged to accept anything offered for 
their product, there will be a sudden change of front on the part of 
all the sellers on both sides of the line. A situation of this kind 
must come in the course of events and it may come at any time. 
When it does, the news print market will take a turn upward that 
will surprise the present bears, and, what is more, it will be likely 
to remain up. 

In view of these comments it is interesting to note Canada’s ex- 
ports to this country of pulp and paper during 1913. The figures 
have just been compiled. by.the Dominion department. of Com- 


merce and Labor, and are printed in the Canadian news of this 
issue. 

There has been a general increase all down the line. The value 
of the wood pulp increased $1,107,044, or from $5,699,901 in 1912 
to $6,806,945 in 1913. Paper of all kinds was sent here to the 
value of $4,390,144 in 1913, as against only $2,086,304 in 1912, show- 
ing an increase of more than 100 per cent., or of $2,303,840. Of 
this the bulk was of course news print, the exports of which during 
last year aggregated $4,242,298, as compared with $1,989,863 the 
year previous, a net gain of $2,252,435, or considerably more than 
double. 

Wrapping paper was exported to this country during last year 
to the value of $96,922, as against the negligible quantity of $68 
worth the year previous. 

Canada, notwithstanding her export trade, does not a little im- 
porting of paper of various kinds. The total value of this paper in 
1913 was $5,754,156, or considerably more than she sent to us, and 
$1,732,936 in excess of what she purchased abroad the previous year. 

The other principal imports were wrapping paper, $1,368,366 in 
1913, as against $916,445 in 1912; print paper, $499,096 in 1913, as 
compared with $489,555, and paper manufacture not otherwise pro- 
vided for, $1,787,319, as compared with $1,284,467. 


Che Net Weight and Count Law 


If any paper dealer in the State of New York is caught napping 
on February 1, and is put to the humiliation (to say nothing of 
the loss) of having a proportion of his stock seized for non- 
conformity with the Brooks net weights and measures act it will 
be his own fault and to waste sympathy upon him would not be 
worth while. However, the matter at issue is so important and 
the consequences of neglect will be so serious that all publicity 
and all advice possible should be given at this moment upon the 
subjects of the Brooks law. Already the Paper Trape JourNAL 
has dwelt at length upon the matter in several issues and might 
perhaps be accused of harping too much upon one string. But 
since the melody is in harmony with popular sentiment it will 
bear repetition even though it is played upon one string only. We, 
therefore, repeat the warning: “Prepare for the change after 
February 1 and be ready to meet the requirements of the law, 
which we understand will be vigorously and rigorously enforced 
after the first of next month.” 

Even yet there are some who do not seem to properly under- 
stand what is required of them, and who ask simple questions on 
the subject of the Brooks law. To make the situation as plain as 
possible and to leave no point uncovered, we reprint the text of 
the law in full in this issue of the Paper Trape Journav. It is 
not a long act so that its provisions can be quickly read and 
should be readily understood. 

The Brooks law is no hurried piece of legislation jammed 
through a legislature with feverish haste under a sudden impulse, 
nor swept upon the people by a sudden and vigorous sweep of a 
reform broom. It has been the result of an accummulation of 
abuses, which have grown to be so flagrant and so general, that 
public sentiment became aroused slowly but ‘surely, and when’ the 
people make up their minds-in such~deliberate fashion: we may 
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rest assured they mean business and that they are going to make 


a permanent and lasting reform. 

It has taken quite a long time to originate and carry the net 
weights measures and containers law through. Some two years 
ago Assembly bill No. 1450 was introduced in the New York 
State Assembly by Mr. Brooks. 
to the Committee on Agriculture. 


It was read twice and referred 
The committee reported favor- 
ably with some minor amendments. It then passed the committee 
of the whole; went to the Senate, was sanctioned there, and finally 
was approved by the Governor.

It was realized, however, that the changes in commercial cus-

toms rendered necessary by the provisions of the bill were some- 
what radical—quite radical in fact—and that to bring them about 
sharply with a short turn would not only work a hardship upon 
the dealers in and distributors of merchandise, but that a sudden 
change would be likely to create popular sentiment antagonistic 
to the law itself. So it was wisely determined to give the fullest 
measure of publicity to the act and to allow ample time to manu- 
Therefore, 
while the law was actually passed on April 2, 1912, it was provided 
that it should not take effect until June 1, 1913. 


facturers and dealers to readjust their trade customs. 


The act came under the provisions of Chapter 81 of the laws of 
1912 and subject to a series of regulations prepared by the 
Superintendent of Weights and Measures of ‘the State of New 
York in co-operation with the inspectors of the cities of the first 
class in the State. It would readily seem, both from the wording 
of the act itself and of the regulations that the chief offenders in 
respect to the customs sought to be abolished were the grocers 
and dealers in food supplies, and both the law and its regulations 
deal specifically and at length with these. ' 


It was enacted that certain standard measures be adopted for 
the sale of these food supplies and that they should not be sold in 
any quantity deviating from the standards so prescribed unless the 
exact quantity as defined by the said standards was plainly 
marked on the containers. 

The regulations as to paper and twines are particularly explicit. 
They cover specifically wrapping and coated paper, cover paper, 
writing paper, toilet paper, tissue paper, boards, twine and cordage. 
It is-provided that wrapping and coated paper may-be sold either 
by weight or numerical count, and that in the care of the former 
method a variation of 3% per cent. will be allowed to meet the 
exigencies of manufacture. 

Writing paper, cover paper and boards may also be sold by 
weight or numerical count, and a reasonable (but not specified) 
variation will be allowed. Tissue likewise may be sold by weight 
or count, but if by the former the variation must not exceed 2% 
per cent. 

For toilet paper the regulations are even more. specific. _ It must 
be marked with either the weight or with the number of the 
sheets, and when sold by number the size of the sheets must be 
indicated in letters at least one-ninth of an inch high. The 
variation allowance, however, is somewhat more liberal and 8 per 
cent. will be accepted in weight rolls, and on count rolls 3 per cent. 


Padded paper must be worked with the number of sheets to the 
pad. . 
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Each ball, tube or bale of twine or cordage must be labeled with 
its weight or measure and the figures must be net figures apart 
quite from the tare. 
allowed.

For each violation of the act a penalty is imposed of a fine 
of not less than $25, nor more than $100 for the first and second 
offenses and of not less than $100 nor more than $500 for sub- 


sequent violations. In the last-named instance, however, an added 


penalty of six months imprisonment may be added. 

The new law once in working shape if properly and impartially 
enforced, as there is no reason to doubt that it will be, should 
prove an unmixed blessing to everyone in the trade, whether manu- 
facturer, jobber or retail dealer, and the sooner the other States 
adopt the same method of enforcing a “square deal” the better it 
will be for the entire community of the United States. 


Pioneer Paper Company Receives Big Contract 

Another juicy plum has fallen to a Los Angeles manufacturer, 
and it is entirely a case of merit. The roofing of the immense 
Palace of Machinery building at the Panama Pacific Exposition 
at San Francisco has been awarded to the Pioneer Paper Com- 
pany, and this in face of the fact roofing manufacturers from all 
parts of the United States entered bids. The big structure covers 
eight and one-half acres of ground and requires approximately 
28 miles of 32-inch material for roofing. It is believed to be in 
point of cubic content and amount of construction material re- 
quired, the largest frame building ever constructed. It is 967 feet 
long and 376 feet wide. 

The Pioneer Paper Company started manufacturing roofing in 
Los Angeles, Cal., about twenty years ago, in a building 10 by 
100 feet in size. Today the plant covers 9% acres, in addition to 
warehouses and the building in which the offices and shipping 
departments are located. They ship roofing to twelve western 
states, as well as to Manila, Japan, Australia, Mexico and Canada.

George A. Davis 

George A. Davis, of Milwaukee, formerly a resident and paper 
manufacturer at Neenah, Wis., died Saturday morning, January 
10, at his home after several years’ illness with tuberculosis trouble. 
Mr. Davis was born at Neenah fifty-three years ago and until 
five years ago he made that city his place of residence, having 
been interested in several paper mills there and elsewhere in the 
state. After going to Milwaukee he busied himself a short time 
in the automobile industry, but for several years has been unable, 
on account of failing health, to be active in business. The de- 
ceased is survived by his widow, three brothers and one sister, as 
follows: William L. Davis, of Eau Claire, of the Dells Paper and 
Pulp Company, of that city; John and Benjamin Davis, of Chi- 
cago, and Mrs. A. Whidden, of Long Beach, Cal. The body was 
brought to Neenah for interment. 


Robert T. Francis 

Robert T. Francis, sixty-seven, for the past twenty-two years 
superintendent of the E. D. Jones & Sons Company, manufacturers 
of paper mill machinery, at Holyoke, Mass., is dead at Pittsfield. 
His malady was tuberculosis of the skin, an unusual disease. 
Mr. Francis was a sailor during the early part of his life and 
traveled all over the world. Later he learned the trade of mill- 
wright and thirty-five years ago entered the employ of the late 
Edward D: G. Jones. He was an able workman and rose rapidly 
in his trade until in 1891 he was made superintendent, a position 
he held until last September, when he was obliged to retire be- 
cause of ill health.

Mr. Sneeberg was born in Man- 
hattan, September 15, 1850, and was a member of Charter Oak 
Lodge, F. and A. M, and Triune Chapter, R. A. M. He leaves 
his wife, Anna M., two sons, Harvey and Charles H. and a 
daughter, Mrs. Hattie A. Smith.

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FOREIGN MARKETS FOR PLAYING CARDS 


Playing cards are now being used extensively throughout the 
world, and as the market for same is gradually expanding, Amer- 
ican consulates in the various countries have written to the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce expressing their views on the 
markets in their respective countries. 


CEYLON. 

Consul Charles K. Moser, of Colombo, says: 

“By far the largest imports of playing cards into Ceylon are 
from Belgium, that country having practically a monopoly. In 1912 
the imports were as follows: From Belgium, 3,600 gross packs, 
valued at $9,313; from Germany, 700 gross packs, valued at $1,790; 
from the United Kingdom, 370 gross packs, valued at $1,030; from 
the United States, 29 gross packs, valued at $390, 

“The finest cards come from the United Kingdom and the 
cheapest from Belgium. Most of the cards used by the general 
public are of the cheaper variety, while those used by Europeans 
are gilt-edged cards of high polish and fine finish, made in the 
United Kingdom, Germany, or the United States. A large quantity 
of cards is distributed throughout the country for advertising 
purposes by agents of liquor manufacturers. In hotels, clubs, and 
other public places it is customary to charge Europeans 3 rupees 
(about 97 cents) for a pack of good cards. In the retail shops 
these may be had for 50 cents. Cheaper cards are to be had for 
15 to 25 cents a pack. 

“The cards used by Europeans are of the best quality, and the 
cards sold to the native population are similar in material and 
finish to those sold in the United States for 25 cents a pack.” 


CHILE. 

Consul Alfred A. Winslow, of Valparaiso, says: 

“There is a large demand in Chile for playing cards, and 
American concerns are supplying the greater portion of the im- 
ports, as shown by the following table showing the imports in 
pounds for 1910, 1911, and 1912:

; DENMARK. 

Consul General E. D. Winslow, of Copenhagen, says: 

“Only the cheaper qua!‘ties of playing cards are manufactured 
in Denmark, the domestic output amounting to about 131,000 packs 
in 1911 and 157,000 packs in 1912. The domestic cards sell at 
about 50 Gre (13.4 cents) per pack and are all French style. 

“The imports of playing cards into Denmark amounted to 
300,000 packs in 1911 and 320,000 packs in 1912. The statistics 
available for 1911 show the countries of origin to be as follows: 
From Germany, 37,706 pounds; Austria, 13,892 pounds; Belgium, 
13,451 pounds; Netherlands, 1,544 pounds; Great Britain, 441 
pounds; total 67,034 pounds, or about 300,000 packs, of which 
about 41,000 packs were reexported to Iceland, Norway, Sweden, 
and Faroe. “About 9,870 packs of Danish-made cards were exported 
to Iceland and 980 packs to Faroe. The foreign-made playing 
cards sell at 75 Gre to 2 crowns (20 to 54 cents) a pack, retail. 

“American cards would probably find a good market in Den- 
mark if they conformed more closely to the French style. The 
material of which the American cards are manufactured is con- 
sidered excellent.” 


Eeypr. 

Consul Arthur Garrels, of Alexandria, says: 

“Playing cards are not manufactured in Egypt, and statistics of 
imports are not available. The cards most generally used are 
manufactured by a French concern. 

“The largest individual consumers of cards are the various clubs 
in Alexandria and Cairo. Each colony of the larger European 
nations has its club. These clubs and those of an international 
character use the smaller French cards, which appear to fall into 
three different grades—poker cards, whist cards, and baccarat 
cards, varying in price for all grades from $11.38 to $30.11 a 
gross, Alexandria. 

“The English clubs use American style cards made by a French 
firm. Only one grade is used, costing about $10 a gross. The 
consumption of playing cards by clubs will approximate 800 gross 
a year, of which 30 to 50 gross are American style. As to the 
consumption outside the clubs, it has been impossible to find a 
dealer who would even venture a guess.. Only one American-made 
card is sold here.” 


Frenco West INDIES. 


Consul Thomas R. Wallace, of Martinique, says: 

“The importation of playing cards of other than French manu- 
facture is prohibited in the French West Indies. The imports of 
French cards amounted to 19,932 packs in 1910, 13,945 packs in 
1911, and 16,704 packs in 1912. No cards are manufactured locally 
and there are no exports.” 


GREECE. 


Consul General William H. Gale, of Athens, says: 

“The sale of playing cards in Greece is a Government monopoly 
and the importation of such cards is prohibited by law. The local 
supply is furnished by a concern in the island of Corfu, under a 
20-year contract with the Government. The contract has 17 years 
to run.” 

Consul John E. Kehl, of Saloniki, Greece, also writes: 

“Previous to the Turko-Balkan War Saloniki supplied the greater 
part of Macedonia and Albania with playing cards. The imports 
in 1911 amounted to 15,000 gross packs and in 1912 to 16,000 gross 
packs. The imports for 1913 up to October are said to amount 
to less than 1,000 gross packs. Ottoman territory now occupied 
by the Greek army has not as yet (October 6) been officially 
annexed to Greece. Soon after the annexation the Greek customs 
regulations will succeed the Ottoman, and the Greek regulations 
forbid the importation of playing cards.” 


HunGary. 


Vice Consul General F. E. Mallett, of Budapest, says: 

“Card playing is very general in Hungary, and the consumption 
of playing cards is consequently of considerable importance. In 
1911, 900,000 packs of cards, valued at $456,750, were used, and in 
1912 approximately 1,000,000 packs, valued at $507,500. The styles. 
of cards used are principally Hungarian, Pignet, and French. 
Very few American cards are in use, although at all of the prin- 
cipal clubs in Budapest they are obtainable. The imports and 
exports of playing cards during 1911 and 1912 were as follows: 
Imports—78,462 pounds, valued at $19,545, in 1911, and 55,540 
pounds, valued at $13,812, in 1912; exports—9,257 pounds, valued 
at $5,408, in 1911, and 3,745 pounds, valued at $2,188, in 1912. 

“There is no direct importation of playing cards from America 
to Hungary, but a certain quantity of American cards reach 
Hungary through other European countries. In 1911 Hungary 
exported to the United States 661 pounds of playing cards of 2 
tota] value of $262. The total quantity of cards put on the market 
in Hungary annually is considerably over 1,000,000 packs, manufac- 
tured principally by a firm in Budapest. 

“It is generally considered that the quality of Hungarian play- 
ing cards is far superior to that of playing cards. manufactured

JAPAN. 
Consul General Thomas Sammons, of Yokohama, says: 
' “Playing cards as known in the United States are not sold in 
large quantities in Japan and are used almost entirely by foreigners 
i in the opén ports. The natives make use of various kinds of song 
and picture cards, which are- used extensively during the New 
Year holidays. The prices of these song and picture cards range 


. from 2% cents to $2.50 a pack, the high-priced cards being manu- 
. factured from a select quality of pulp and interwoven with silk.” 


New ZEALAND. 


iVice Consul General L. A. Bachelder, of Auckland, says: 

“According to the New Zealand customs returns the imports of 
playing cards in 1912 totaled 102,684. packs, valued at $9,621, of 

* which the United States furnished 73,854 packs valued at $5,626. 
’ Exports were valued at $14. 

“The same style of cards is used as in the United States. The 
prices are reasonable, ranging from 30 to 35 cents a pack, retail. 
One popular American card seems to have disappeared almost 
entirely from the retail stores, probably because the card now 

_ offered in its place at about the same price affords the dealer a 
better profit. So far as can be ascertained playing cards are not 
manufactured in New Zealand.” 


Norway. 


Consul General Charles A. Holder, of Christiania, says: 

“The latest playing-card statistics available are those for 1911, 
but these may be relied upon as fairly accurate for 1912 also, as 
imports, consumption, and manufacture do not vary greatly from 
year to year. In 1911 the consumption was 125,348 packs, of which 
82,097 packs were made in Norway and 43,251 were imported from 
Germany chiefly and from France. No cards are exported. Im- 
ports for 1911 were 50,408 packs and for 1912, 51,840 packs. No 
cards are imported from the United States as far as can be 
ascertained, nor do import statistics show any countries of export 
other than Germany and France. The annual production averages 
about 80,000 packs, made by four Norwegian factories, two of 
which are large concerns. 

“The size of the cards usually sold is 9 by 63 centimeters 
(3.54 by 2.48 inches). Round corners are more popular than 
square corners. Foreign cards are preferred to the Norwegian, 
as the quality is better, though they are more expensive. The 
grades commonly sold retail for 1.70, 2.40, and 3.50 crowns (45.5, 
64.3, and 93.8 cents); the grade selling at 240 crowns is most 
popular. 

“Playing cards are imported direct by the largest stationery 
stores. Among dealers who were interviewed, one states that he 
would like to have samples and prices, as he believes there is a 
good market for American cards.” 


Peru. 

Vice Consul Luther K. Zabriskie, of Callao, says: 

“Playing cards are not manufactured in Peru, and the market 
for the imported cards seems to be improving from year to year. 
Spain holds first place in supplying cards of the finer grades, the 
amount furnished in 1912 being 149 gross, valued at $2,175, while 
the United States occupies second place with a total in 1912 of 
124 gross, valued at $1,810. Greater quantities of the cheaper cards 
are sold, and of this sort Belgium furnished $4,058 worth in 1912, 
Spain $2,050 worth, and Germany $1,034 worth, other countries 
furnishing smaller quantities. 

“Prices of playing cards vary considerably, according to the 


locality in which sold. The usual prices asked in Lima and Callao 
are as follows: Spanish style cards, cheapest quality, 7 to 12 cents 
American currency a pack, and for the better qualities 29 to 39 
cents a pack. The cheapest English and French style cards retail 
at 29 to 39 cents a pack, while the better qualities bring 49 to 58 
cents a pack.” 

PoRTUGAL. 


Vice Consul General K. S. Patton, of Lisbon, says: 

“The imports of playing cards into Portugal in 1911 were as 
follows: From Germany, 1,071 pounds, valued at $488; from the 
United States, 2,371 pounds, valued at $990; from France, 130 
pounds, valued at $120; from England, 1,129 pounds, valued at $440. 

“Playing cards are manufactured in Portugal, but there are no 
statistics of production. It is probable that the domestic production 
exceeds the amount imported slightly. Cards of domestic manu- 
facture are inferior to the imported cards in quality and are used 
only by the less well-to-do classes, who for the most part prefer 
the cheaper cards and who are generally unable to read the 
lettering on foreign cards. The better grades of domestic cards 
sell for about 30 cents a pack, and American and English cards 
retail for about 50 cents. German and French cards, which are 
usually handsomely colored, bring higher prices.” 


SPAIN. 

Consul F, T. F. Dumont, of Madrid, says: 

“The importation of playing cards into Spain is prohibited by 
law. In 1912 an internal-revenue tax was collected on 2,478,581 
packs of cards, and during the same year 3,116,219 packs were 
exported to South American countries. Cards are made in two 
styles—French and Spanish.” 


Straits SETTLEMENTS. 


Consul General Edwin S. Cunningham, Singapore, says: 
“Playing cards are not manufactured in the Straits Settlements. 
The value of the imports for 1911 and 1912 are shown in the 
following table, in American currency:

“As the population of the country is practically all of Spanish 
descent the Spanish type of playing card is naturally preferred. 
The American type of card is used to some extent at the clubs 
and: by the foreign element generally. Some of the cheap Spanish 
cards are much inferior to certain well-known cheap American 


makes. Playing cards are not manufactured in Venezuela.” 


TURKEY. 


Consul General G. Bie Ravndal, of Constantinople, says: 
“Although the imports of playing cards into Turkey for the 
vear ended March 13, 1911, amounted to 535,473 pounds, valued 
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at $63,809, the imports from the United States totaled only 2,000 
pounds, valued at $1,422. Over half of the imports come from 
France, and the principal demand is for very cheap grades of the 
French style cards, costing not more than 2 to 5 cents a pack. 

“There are a few English-speaking people here who demand the 
American style card. One large club frequented by Americans 
uses about 500 dozen packs of high-grade cards a year. These 
cards are used once and then sold to small dealers who dispose of 
them at a few cents a pack. In this manner a number of natives 
become acquainted with the American cards, but the process is a 
slow one. Generally the very cheapest grades of French style 
cards are preferred to these high-grade American cards. As 
wages and the cost of living increase it is likely that a taste for 
the higher-priced cards will be developed, and the field should 
be a good one for American concerns who will study the require- 
ments of the market.” 


Unirep Kincpom. 
Deputy Consul General Carl R. Loop, of London, says: 
. “The imports of playing cards into the United Kingdom in 1911 
and 1912 are shown in the following table:

“The exports of cards manufactured in the United Kingdom 
were as follows: To foreign countries, 29,963 dozen packs, valued 
at $24,697, in 1911, and 32,678 dozen packs, valued at $30,182, in 
1912; to British possessions, 64,193 dozen packs, valued at $75,450, 
in 1911, and 81,867 dozen packs, valued at $94,113, in 1912. The ex- 
ports of foreign-made cards amounted to $2,298 in 1911 and $2,385 
in 1912. Statistics of production are not available, but an estimate 
based on the excise tax collected places the total production at 
about 213,000 dozen packs. 

“The cards in general use are similar to those sold in the United 
States, although cards of the prevailing German style are occa- 
sionally met with.” 


Fuel from Sulphite Waste Lye 


A Swedish company with an authorized capital equaling about 
$45,000 has been incorporated at Stockholm for the purpose of 
“working a patent granted to Herr Strehlenert. This patent covers 
the production of fuel from sulphite waste lye. Headquarters of 
the company are in Stockholm. ; 

The principle of the innovation is the bringing of the organic 
contents of the lye into solid form and their utilization as fuel. 
According to the estimate of the inventor, the cost of production 
equals about $1.40 per metric ton (2,204 pounds) of fuel (or 
lignine). 

It is known that the Ekstrom process of extracting alcohol 
from sulphite lye is already in operation at several Swedish mills, 
but with the large production of waste lye in Sweden there is 
considered to be ample room for both systems. 


A Serious Accident 


Edward Stewart, an employee of the Niles Board and Paper 
Company, Niles, Mich., is suffering from severe injuries received 
when a frozen bale of straw fell onto him. Stewart was assisting 
in unloading the straw at the mill when he slipped on the ground 
and the bale fell on top of him. His right shoulder and several 
ribs were badly injured and it will be some time before he will 
‘be able to return to work. 
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BRAZIL'S FORESTS FOR WOOD PULP 


The possibility of exploiting as a commercial undertaking cer- 


“tain trees in Brazilian forests in the mantfacture of wood pulp 


forms the subject of an interesting article in the London Times. 
A brief summary of the chief premises and conclusions of the 
writer, who, by the way, speaks from personal investigation in 
Brazil, may be found interesting in view of the increasing wood 
pulp requirements in paper-making countries, and the lessening 
supply of this raw material. It is pointed out that while con- 
siderable portions of the 23,000 square miles of forests in the * 
States of Rio de Janeiro and Espirito Santo have been stripped of 
their valuable wood, there are other parts readily accessible, 
though little explored, containing a great quantity of costly 
woods, besides which the writer has found many species which, 
useless for ordinary industrial purposes, would prove to be valu- 
able pulp woods. The species best for this last named purpose 
are, in the native nomenclature (unfortunately neither in English 
nor in French are there names for the species), as follows: Lenha 
branca, morceguinho, cachete bicuyba, imbira, guiaba, gindyba, 
araca, anda-assu, tata, barriga d’agua, almecega, catinga de porco, 
pindahyba, imbattba, aca, caja, canella jaci, canella gosmenta, 
taroma, gotrana, mulungu, sapucaia, figueira do campo, conde, 
louro, imbriusst, guaxima, bacurubt, palmito doce, bainha-capada, 
pinho do Parana. Most of these are of very rapid growth, and at 
the age of seven or eight years reach a diameter equal to that of 
our European resinous woods at twenty-five years. Nearly all of 
them have a white or very light colored physical texture with 
long, flexible fibres. Almost all attain a height of 66 to 112 feet, 
and a diameter of say 30 to 100 inches, with the exception of the 
shrub, guaxima. In a general way the volume occupied by these 
white woods falls in inverse ratio with the altitude in tropical 
forests. Thus at an altitude of less than 350 feet there has been 
7,862 cubic feet of white wood per acre, while at 1,800 feet height 
the volume is 1,430 cubic feet per acre, calculated on squared 
trunks without branches or exterior wood. The specific gravity 
of the woods is variable, but on an average a cubic meter would 
weigh 1,212 pounds and yield about 441 pounds of mechanical 
pulp or 275 pounds of unbleached chemical pulp. Topographical 
situation of course governs to a large extent the question of ex- 
ploiting the woods. The writer of the article assumes the wood 
delivered to mills in the proximity of rivers to cost 2s. 1ld. per 
cubic meter, and the cost of labor 5s. per day of ten hours, with 
300 working days a year. On this he calculates 100 kilograms, or 
220 pounds of mechanical pulp, produced at the rate of 20 tons 
per day to be F. 5.42 (or 53-20d. per 220 pounds), delivered at 
port of exportation. Adding transhipment, export duties and 
freight, he obtains the cost f. o. b. at an English port at F. 8.67 
per 100 kilograms. The present selling price of pulp is F. 13, 
leaving a net profit of F. 4.33, and an annual profit of 260,000 
francs (i. e., 3s. 5d. per 229 pounds or £10,292 per annum). The 
total necessary capital is estimated at F. 1,200,000 or, say, £47,500, 
giving a profit of 21 per cent. This calculation is based upon the 
assumption of the wood being supplied by an exploiter at the 
price of 'F. 3.50 per cubic meter delivered at a certain distance 
from the mills. If the forest were to be exploited by the manu- 
facturers themselves, the business would be rather more compli- 
cated and more capital would probably be needed.

Sureign Notes 


Increased Exports of French Paper 
Official statistics of French paper exports show for 1912, 42,429 
tons, as compared with 38,465 tons in 1911. 


Death of a Spanish Paper Manufacturer 
Sefior Manuel Lizarriturry, paper manufacturer of St. Sebastian, 
has lately died. He was a member of the board of administration 
of the Papelera, the Spanish paper combination. 


Request for Reduction of Argentine Paper Duties 
The importers, printers and publishers of Argentina have sub- 
mitted a petition to the National Congress asking for the reduc- 
tion of the duties by % cent per pownd on new grades and of 1 
cent on book papers. 


Jubilee of French Paper Manufacturers’ Union 
In order to fittingly commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Union of Paper Manufacturers, preparations are being made for 
appropriate festivities by a special commission. It has likewise 
been decided to strike off a medal in commemoration of the 
occasion. 


Ottoman Imports of Cigarette Paper 
Official statistics for the fiscal year ending March 13, 1914, show 
a total of 2,288 tons, of which 70 per cent. was furnished by Aus- 
tria Hungary; 16 per cent. by Italy and 9 per cent. by France. 
The cigarette paper trade is centered at Constantinople, where 
the principal establishments are situated who put up the article 
in books for sale. 


New Austrian Pulp Process 
According to Vienna reports, the Brixen Pfeffersberg Pulp 
Works, operated by Otto Kurz & Company, has installed a factory 
at Brixen for the production of pulp by a new patent process. 
The wood is no longer scraped or defibrated; while all-the saw- 
dust and other waste is transformed into good pulp. Electricity 
supplies the motive force required for the driving of the mill. 


International Conference on Workers’ Protection 

The deliberations of the recent international conference at Berne 
led to the following recommendations : 

I, Limitation of night work by workmen who have not attained 
the age of 16; the prohibition being absolute until the age of 14 
has been. reached. 

2. Limitation of work by women. and young workmen to 10 
hours a day, or 60 hours a week. A maximum working time is 
allowed of 10% hours a day; provided the excess of time does 
not. exceed 140 hours a year. 


The Italian Paper Industry 

According to the forthcoming new edition of the Paper Annual, 
issued by Carlo Minni, of Milan. Italy has 388 houses engaged 
in the manufacture of paper, board and pulp. These houses con- 
trol 473 mills, 36 of which are now closed. The Italian paper in- 
dustry has a total of more than 600 machines. 

The annual product amounts to 270,000 tons of paper and board; 
63,000 tons of mechanical pulp and 5,000 tons of wood cellulose. 
Italian paper mills control 65,000 horsepower, of which they use 
20,000. There are 454 establishments engaged in the transforma- 
tion of paper. 


Combination of Roumanian Paper Mills 
A combination for 10 years has been formed at Bucharest by 
the Letea, Busteni, Campolung, Scaeni and Peatra-Neamt mills 
in- continuation of the arrangement hitherto in force. These five 
mills have a total yearly capacity of 26,000 to 28,000 tons, but agree 
to restrict their production to 60 or 65 per cent. of that amount. 
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It is, however, expected to get improved prices through the joint 
selling bureaus at Bucharest. 

The combine is in a condition to prevent the establishment of 
new plants. By working on these lines, the Roumanian mills will 
make a profit. It has been remarked that they are ahead of their 
German rivals in this point, as they will realize their object of 
making money and of not manufacturing too much paper.

German Papermakers Reduce Production 

The representatives of the German printing paper industry de- 
cided on reducing production from the end of November, 1913. 
This decision was reached (1) as a consequence of its having 
been found impossible to attain economies in the operation of even 
the best organized factories and (2) by the daily increase of all 
kinds of expenses and in particular by the impending advance in 
the cost of wood. . Under these circumstances it is indispensable 
not only to present prices of the product, but to keep in view 
the need of an increase within the near future. 

The meeting which adopted this resoultion also expressed the 
opinion that it would be desirable to establish an equilibrium be- 
tween production and consumption—particularly in view of pres- 
ent conditions. 

Opinion was unanimous to the effect that the existence of the 
German paper industry is now at stake; many mills having to 
contend with serious difficulties. 


Manure from Sulphite Waste Lye 

A German patent has been granted Dr. Albert Stiitzer, of 
K6nigsberg, for a process for obtaining a fertilizer from the waste 
lye of sulphite pulp mills. The fertilizer is intended to enrich 
sandy soils, deficient in humus, by a combination with moss turf 
(turf straw); the compound being dried and the dried mass 
heated up to 100° C. (212° F.) or 120° C. (248° F.). 

The process can be carried out’ with the lye coming from the 
boilers, and likewise with specially prepared lye, treated with 
caustic lime. Finally, lye can be used which has been freed more 
or less from water by evaporation. 

Before, after, or during the addition of the turf, other fertilizers 
can be added, such. as superphosphate, sulphate of ammonia, etc., 
for the purpose of augmenting the fertilizing value of the com- 
pound. The organic combinations of calcium, so abundant in the 
sulphite turf, in connection with sulphate of lime, are changed 
by the bacteria into carbonate of calcium. The latter serves to 
neutralize such acids as are produced by the bacteria; for instance, 
butyric acid. The carbonate of calcium is de-acidulated and allows 
the bacteria to exercise an intensive influence. 

The patent claim is for a process for obtaining a fertilizer from 
the waste lye of sulphite cell stuff mills, by the addition of turf 
straw. The compound is heated in rotating cylinders or similar 
appliances to about 120° C. (248° F.). 


Straw Conver: late Artificial Wood 


Information has been made public in France, says Consul Carb 
B. Hurst, at Lyon, in his report to the Department of Com- 
merce concerning an artificial wood, which, it is stated, will be 
of great value as a substitute for natural wood. The new product 
has been found-after years of study and practical experiments, the 
most recent, of which have given eminently satisfactory results. 
The process consists in transforming straw into a solid material 
having the resistance of oak. The straw after being cut into small 
pieces is reduced to a paste by boiling, to which certain chemicals. 
are added. When the paste has been reduced to a homogeneous 
mass it is put into presses, and planks, beams, laths and moldings 
of all sizes are readily made. This new material can be sawed 
like natural wood. As a fuel it emits a bright flame and little 
smoke. It is further stated to be adaptable to the manufacture of 
match stems.

Paper. 

The feeling of optimism that has so long possessed local dealers 
and jobbers has grown to a much wider extent as a result of the 
encouragement received by the business done in all lines last week. 
Inventory has practically ceased and there has been an active call 
for supplies in all lines, both in large and small orders, though 
it is really too early for the big orders to,come in with any real 
force. This bright opening of the year has restored confidence and 
the feeling seems to be that business will be good throughout: the 
year. There is more activity at the present time than for about 
two months back. Millmen in town this week have reported much 
better conditions, as practically all the big mills are now running 
full and many of the small ones are active. Among the local trade 
it was reported that the demand for Book, especially the higher 
grades,/is increasing. There is a strong demand fot. M. F. papers. 
A stiffening in prices has been the result and, although at present 
there is no change in quotations, am advance is likely to follow. 
It is the opinion of some members of the trade that the reduced 
tariff has-led to an extensive showing, in this country, of European 
Books and Writings, but there has not been any inquiry for them. 
Increased demand for high-grade Writings at firm prices is the 
report of a thorough canvass of iocal dealers. There is no ad- 
vance, but the outlook is for a still greater demand and firm 
prices. Sheet News is stiffening in price under an active demand, 
selling at 2.25c. to 2.30c. f. o. b., a slight increase over last week, 
-and Side Run holds firm with a fair demand, with prices ranging 
from 2.05c. to 2.10c. f. 0. b. Rolls are not very active now, as 
practically all contracts have been made for 1914. There is a fair 
demand for Boards, which shows no signs of easing off in price, 
and values remain normal. Manila Tissues show a little more 
activity, and prices are firmer, but whites dominate in this market. 
Cigarette papers continue firm and steady. 





Mechanically Ground Wood Pulp 


There has been practically no change in the conditions governing 
this market in the interval. The cold wave continues and it is 
hoped that this will create some demand. There is a plentiful 
supply on hand at the mills. What movement there is in this mar- 
ket is confined chiefly to shipments on old contracts. 





Bleached Sulphite Pulp 


The slothful condition of this market has continued during the 
interval, there being no new contracts reported. Prices remain 
as quoted last week. Importers are hopeful of the future, as 
shipments on the balances of old contracts have been ordered, 
whereas the mills have been sending advices to withhold any stock 
due until notice was given. The general feeling is for an active 
future with a stiffening in prices. Foreign pulp will continue 
rather inactive until open navigation, which will be about April 15. 





Unbleached Sulphite Pulp 


The stiffening in prices of foreign pulp that has been anticipated 
was realized last week -when importers cabled offers to Scandi- 
navian mills at prices that were thought to be acceptable, but were 
rejected. There have been no new contracts as yet. Advices from 
Scandinavia show that the mills have contracted, on an average, 
about 80 per cent. of their total output. There are no spot orders, 
as this is closed navigation season. There have been orders for 
-shipments from the warehouses to paper mills: which dealers take 
-as a good sign for future activity. As in bleanched sulphite, mills 


have requested dealers to withhold their stock until after they had 
taken inventory: 





Sulphate and Kraft Pulp 


Conditions in this market are a little better than last week. 
There has been considerable movement in the completion of old 
contracts, and it will not be long before the new supplies will have 
to be taken care of. There have been a few spot orders, the last 


‘of the open season, which have been reported filled. Prices are 


firm and without change during the past week, although the feel- 
ing seems to be for an upward tendency, at any rate, a hardening. 
Foreign mills have disposed of a large part of their output on long 
time contracts with European and British mills. 





Domestic Rags 

The feeling in this market is for better business. Dealers report 
a few small orders and some new contracts. It is the general view 
that prices are now at rock bottom, and that there will be a sharp 
upward tendency as soon as there is any demand. Values are 
maintained in the better grades, but the mixed grades have been 
delivered at inside figures. Local dealers are fairly well supplied, 
and they are hopeful for better business iti the near future. The 
mills seem to -be supplied to a fair extent. 





Foreign Rags 

Although there have been no new contracts reported, the new 
year has started with some activity. Last week mills had requested 
dealers to hold up deliveries on the balance of their old contracts, 
but during the interval shipments have been made in rather large 
quantities. Prices, though firm in the local market, are and have 
been for some time past, considerably lower than abroad. The 
trend seems to be for much better business and higher prices. 
Millmen in town report that they are practically all running full, 
and the few that are not are running on five-day time. New 
stock is a little weaker, but old rags remain firm. 





Old Waste Papers 


There has been some activity in this market, with an increase in 
the demand for the higher grades. There has been no falling off 
in the demand for low grades, but the tendency seems to be for 
mills to place orders for nothing more than required by their own 
orders. Prices are without change, but dealers are hopeful for 
an active market within the next few weeks. New contracts are 
slow in developing, but there seems to be no doubt among the 
dealers of anything but a bright year. 





Bagging 

The feature of the conditions of this market during the past week 
is the tendency for Gunny to ease up. The prices in Gunny have 
not fallen, but are still well without the range of paper mills. 
Consumers are bucking higher prices, which are principally due to 
an increase in prices asked by mills. There has been little activity 
in other grades, especially mixed, of which mills are reported as 
having a rather plentiful supply. Prices are maintained and 
dealers are not inclined to let their stock go at buyers’ prices. 





Twines 

There is continued activity in this market, and prices are still 
hard, though without increase. There have been a great many 
orders closed during the interval, and no signs of easing appear as 
yet. All twines are active and manufacturers are oversold, with 
the result that deliveries are inclined to be slow. Dealers are con- 
fident of no immediate change in the conditions governing this 
market, and look for as successful a year, if not more so, than 1913, 
which is considered one of the best in this line.

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General Market Review 


Holyoke—Business Spotty 


Hotyoke, Mass., January 13, 1914——There has been no change in 
the condition of the local paper trade since last week. One paper 
manufacturer of this city best described the present state of the 
paper business by saying yesterday that “It is spotty and full of 
streaks,” which means that one day a goodly number of orders are 
received, while the next day there is nothing doing. All of the 
paper mills in Holyoke are running full time this week. 








Boston—A Satisfactory Situation 


Boston, Mass., January 13, 1914—The completion of inventories 
finds the local jobbing trade in a better frame of mind than would 
have been expected at the close of the year when everything pointed 
to a business depression with little hope for a better immediate 
future. While there was a dropping off of business with both the 
manufacturer and jobber during the last week of the past year, 
those who have completed their inventories report a very satisfac- 
tory situation, though all did not make as great gains as they had 
expected. With renewed confidence in the present outlook general 
business has picked up and even collections are improving. There 
were a considerable number of millmen here during the past few 
days, and while all were looking for orders, none would say that 
their mills were not doing a fair business. The demand for paper 
has been well distributed among all grades with prices firm. 





Chicago—Trade Picks Up 


Cuicaoo, Ill, January 12, 1914.—Activity has been restored to the 
local market during the last week to a considerable measure. Chi- 
cago paper and board men freely predict that trade will continue 
to pick up during the next few days so that highly satisfactory con- 
ditions will prevail before the end of the present month. Buying 
on the local market is going on freely just at this time. Most of 
the dealers allowed their stocks to run low during the closing 
weeks of the old year, hence the activity at this time. Trade in 
paper staples is increasing., Among the dealers in old paper stock 
there prevails a good. feeling, due to increased activity. Little 
supply is reported on hand, with a ready demand for all old stock 
as rapidly as'it is gathered. The board market is meeting a de- 
mand increased over that of December, with prices firm. 





Philadelphia—An Increase Noted 


PHILADELPHIA, January 13, 1914—Though mill demand, as local 
paper stock dealers experienced it during the past week, showed 
considerable increase, prices are unmoved from the low basis to 
which they descended a week ago. This was due to freer offering 
of material, and as the jobbers regard it as unprofitable to store 
these lower grades they are shipping to the mills as fast as stock 
comes in. With the touch of real winter weather which has set 
in it is likely that mills will display the same desire for the better 
grades they have for the cheaper, and this may bring about a price 
revision. Quotations for the better grades while firm are still un- 
changed, however. The increased activity of the box board or 
news board mills is encouraging to the trade as an index of gen- 
eral conditions, and therefore they are hopeful of the immediate 
future. Thus far, however, there has been little additional business 
for the jobbers. January is stock taking time for publishers and 
big printers, and not until the next month will they be ready to 
place large orders. General jobbing business is rather quiet, but 
is of.a satisfactory character as indicating that conditions are 
rapidly settling down. 





Miami Valley—An Optimistic View 


Dayton, O., January 12, 1914.—Business reports aré of the most 
optimistic character. While it is too early to say definitely that 
trade has taken a great step forward, nearly all members of the 
trade admit an improvement, while all view the future more hope- 
fully than before. The resumption of steel mills in the East this 
week is looked upon here as a certain indication of returning 
prosperity, while there are local signs of improved business. The 
local banks have availed themselves of the opportunity of joining 
the regional reserve currency system, and the financial situation is 
improved. Just now the January sales are giving an impetus to 
local demand for wrappings and clothing boxes. Inventories have 
been completed in some plants, but are still under way in others. 
It is believed the volume of business will compare favorably with 
that of last year in most establishments. 





Fox River Valley—Conditions Encouraging 


AppLeTon, Wis., January 13, 1914—There have been slight 
changes for the better in Wisconsin business during the last week. 
With the winding up of stock-taking it is expected the mills will 
see a sprightly revival of orders. Conditions in commercial circles 
generally in this part of the state seem encouraging. There is a 
more confident spirit which, though not yet resulting in any very 
appreciable increase in the volume of business, bodes well for the 
near future. Trade conidtions are known to be generally sound. 
With the exception of print, which prices have wavered a bit of 
late, there have been no material price changes and none is looked 
for immediately. There are those, however, who look for a stiffen- 
ing in some of the prices as soon as business grows into the an- 
ticipated volume for February. 





Montreal—Prices Rule Firm 


MontTREAL, Que., January 13, 1914—There is little change in the 
situation from last week. Ground wood is quoted at $15 to $16 at 
the mill, and $22 to $24.50 delivered in the United States; un- 
bleached sulphite $43 to $46 delivered in the United States; 
bleached sulphite, $58 to $60; news print, $42 to $44, delivered; 
unglazed kraft $3.75 to $4.50; glazed, ditto, $4.25 to $5. 


Harold S. Price on Conditions in Europe 


Harold S. Price, director of Price & Pierce, Ltd., arrived in 
New. York from London on the Lusitania last Friday. In an 
interview with a representative of THe Paper Trape JourRNAL Mr. 
Price spoke of the condition of the chemical pulp market abroad. 
He briefly said: “The condition of the pulp mills in Sweden, and 
really in Scandinavia, is that they have already contracted for a 
large proportion of their output. The mills have contracted for 
a great deal more than is felt in America. This is due to the 
fact that the paper mills of Germany, France and England par- 
ticularly, contract for pulp supplies as far ahead as five years. 
A number of mills in England have contracted for their pulp 
supply up to 1920.” 

Mr. Price also stated that prices are firm abroad and there is 
practically no tendency to ease up. The general feeling is that by 
the middle of the open navigation season there will be very little 
more than enough to go around. In reply to a question, Mr. 
Price replied: “The effect of this in America will be substantially 
this: As soon as the American mills make up their minds to buy 
they will find much more of a stiffening than they anticipate. 
There has already been a certain amount of business sent over 
from America at prices which paper mills were led to believe 
would be acceptable, but these were turned down.” 

Mr. Price is very optimistic of the future. He believes that 
this year will be a good one, For the next three or four weeks 
Mr. Price will be at the Waldorf-Astoria, New York.

ALUM (SULPHATE OF ALUMINA).—Although the de- 
mand for additional lots has continued along rather quiet lines, 
there is no indication that sellers are any less firm in their views. 
Contracts are being booked at 90c. to $1.75 per 100 pounds, accord- 
ing to quantity and quality. The high grades are bringing $1.25@ 
1.75 per 100 pounds. 


BARYTES.—Deliveries against former specifications are in fair 
seasonable request but consumers have shown no unusual interest 
in additional lots during the week. The better grades of foreign 
sorts are commanding the most attention. Foreign is held at 
$19@21 a ton and domestic $13@15 a ton, according to package 
and grade. Off grades are being disposed of at $13@15 a ton as to 
quantity and quality. 


BLEACHING POWDER.—The spot bleach market retains a 
fairly steady position regardless of continued heavy arrivals from 
England and Germany. Deliveries on old contracts have reduced 
the amount of local stocks for resale and sellers are asking 1.22%c. 
although it was admitted in some quarters that a firm offer at 
1.20c. would probably be accepted. English bleach is bringing about 
5c. per 100 pounds more than domestic and German brands. 


BLUES (ULTRAMARINE).—Some business has been placed 
in the better grades but there is little trading in the lower qualities 
either for immediate or future requirements. Prices may be re- 
peated at 4@13c., according to quality desired. 


BRIMSTONE (SULPHUR).—Sales of 1,000 tons of sulphur 
from the mines at Freeport, Texas, are reported. This represents 
the first transaction put through by the new producing concern at 
the mouth of the Brazos River. It is reported that 1,000 addi- 
tional tons will be delivered in February. The market is fully 
maintained at $22@22.50 per long ton, according to point of 
delivery . 


CASEIN.—Prices continue to be firmly maintained for all de- 
scriptions but the market is devoid of any new feature. Dis- 
tributors report fairly good deliveries on old contracts and state 
that a moderate volume of new business is being placed. Com- 
mercial grades are quoted at 7@7'%4c. ex dock. Special gradings 
are obtainable from 8@9c., according to quality. 


CAUSTIC POTASH.—Sellers are experiencing a good season- 
able request for the different grades of this item and business 
passing in both domestic and foreign brands is reported satisfac- 
tory. Contracts for domestic and foreign 90 per cent. are obtain- 
able at 4c., while small lots of domestic are offered at 4c. f. o. b. 
works. On car lots of domestic freight is prepaid north of the 
Ohio and east of the Mississippi River. 


CAUSTIC SODA.—Makers are maintaining former quotations 
for this item and report a seasonable amount of business for imme- 
diate and forward requirements. So far there has been no devia- 
tion from the advanced schedule established last October. Sellers 
quote 1.4234@1.47%%c. on the basis of 60 per cent. for 70@76 per 
cent. and 60 per cent. at the usual 10c. per 100 pounds advance, 
f. o. b. makers’ works; powdered 76 per cent. is held at 2@2%c., 
according to quantity and seller. 


GLUES AND GELATINE.—Heavy importations of foreign 
glues from England and Germany are being pushed on standing 
contracts and the market has not been subjected to the depressing 
influence of surplus stocks. It is understood that a good volume of 
contracts in foreign styles have been placed for delivery over 1914. 
Sellers offer contracts for extra white at 18@24c.; medium white, 
12@18c.; cabinet, 13@15c.; low grade, 10@12c.; foot stock, white 
12@14c.; foot stock, ‘brown, 9@I1c:; common bone, “8%4@9c. ; 





Irish, 13@15c.; French, 10@40c.; and German hide, 12@18c.; 
German, common, 10@12c. 


PARAFFINE WAX.—The former selling schedule remains 
effective for all grades and business, while not unusually active, 
embraces the usual proportions incident to this season of the year. 
Sellers quote crude, 120° to 130° M. P., 3%4@4c.; refined, 120° to 
135° M. P., 44@6%%4c., and foreign refined, 130° to 140° M. P., 
44,@6%\c. 


ROSINS.—An advance from 10c. to 15c. per unit of 280 pounds 
has been recorded in the rosin market. The gradual passing of 
stocks into distributors’ hands in the South and a good export 
demand from Europe has naturally strengthened the primary 
situation. A sharp advance in spirits of turpentine has also 
stimulated interest in the general market. Stocks of rosin at 
Savannah are 170,886 barrels compared with 153,117 barrels last 
year at this time. At the close, sellers quoted Common to Good 
Strained at $4.10, Grade E $4.20@4.30, Grade F $4.20@4.30, and 
Grade G $4.25@4.35 per barrel of 280 pounds. 


SAL SODA.—Sales at full figures are noted for prompt and 
future deliveries and the general market while featureless retains 
a firm tendency. Sellers quote on the basis of .60c. and up in 
barrels f. 0. b. less the usual discount terms. On spot lots of 
concentrated sellers quoted 1%4c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 


SODA ASH.—Moderate expansion is noted in the inquiry for 
regular contract deliveries and production is apparently finding a 
ready outlet. New business is quiet, which is not unusual at this 
time of the year. Contracts for light 58 per cent. at 57%c. per 100 
pounds, basis of 48 per cent. in bags; 62%4c., basis of 48 per cent. 
in barrels, carload lots f. o. b. makers’ works. The 48 per cent. 
test is quoted at 67%c. per 100 pounds in bags and 72%c. per 100 
pounds in barrels, carload lots f. o. b. makers’ works. Less than 
carload lots are quoted at 5c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 per 
cent., over carload quotations. 


STARCH.—Consuming demand is showing gradual improve- 
ment both for home and export requirements. It is stated that 
buyers are showing more confidence in operations and sellers ap- 
pear satisfied with trade conditions. Special paper makers’ grades 
are quoted at $1.99@2.10; pearl starch, $1.94@2.05; Buffalo pearl 
starch, $1.97@2.08; powdered starch, $1.09@2.10; corn starch, 
$2.02@2.13; sizing starch, 140 pounds, $2.04; T. B. starch, $2.39@ 
2.60; laundry starch, $2.60; finishing starch, $2.39, and T. B. starch 
No. 90 fluidity, $249@2.70. All the above quotations are for 
carload quantities, freight prepaid to New York City.

Referring to a recent article in these columns regarding a pros- 
pective mill at Fort Smith, Ark., the Times Record of that place 
has this to say: 

“Through the efforts of L. Feenburg, of L. Feenburg & Co., 
Fort Smith may secure a paper mill. In the December issue of 
the Paper Trape Journat Mr. Feenburg published information 
concerning the possibilities of a paper mill in Fort Smith and as a 
result he has received several inquiries from manufacturers who are 
desirous of securing information on the local field with a view of 
establishing a plant here. _Mr. Feenburg is of the opinion that a 
paper mill in this section would prove a ready money-maker by 
reason of the fact that no such establishment is to be found at pres- 
ent in either Arkansas or Oklahoma. Millions of tons df waste 
paper are destroyed annually in these states because the freight 
rates to ship the waste to Eastern points to be remade into paper 
are prohibitive. The wheat fields of eastern’and northern Okla- 
homa and the rice belt of eastern Arkansas will furnish sufficient 
straw to keep a mill running every day in the year, Mr. Feen-
